POOR CHICAGO. 
A lleged Socialistic-D em ocratic A lliance 
for the S p oils. 
Chicago, April 1st.—Emissaries from tlie 
Socialistic headquarters have had frequent 
communication with Mayor Harrison to­ 
day, and they not' boldly assert that they 
can show a list of 40,000 pledged voters for 
the Socialistic ticket. 
Joe Greenhull, the leading light of the 
Socialists and a city employe under Harri­ 
son. says : “ History is being made very 
fast just now, as you will see. Chicago is 
a European colony. The masses are day 
laborers who do not own their business. 
Three hundred firms employ 150,000 work 
men within ten miles of the City Hall. It 
is distinctly a capitalistic city. Here the 
fight is to be made between labor and cap­ 
ital. They are now face to face, and the 
time bascóme. Harrison is playing a pe­ 
culiar part. He was never elected by the 
Democrats. The Socialists made him. and 
he has been honest enough to at last 
acknowledge 
it. 
The 
tables 
have 
changed. The Socialists have their own 
ticket, and the Democrats are asked to 
get out of the way. The Mayor is in a 
place to help them. It has been done. The 
Democrats will now return the compli­ 
ment by voting the Socialistic ticket. This 
is the understanding. The present holders 
of appointive offices will not be disturbed. 
On Tuesday next all the wheel-horses of 
the Democracy will vote our ticket, know­ 
ing that they will share in the benefits.

When the inform­ 
ant left the remarkable eruption was still 
in progress, and the majority of the people 
were wild with terror. 
The scene of the phenomenon is in one 
of the wildest and most ragged parts of the 
State. Mayfield, twenty-five miles distant, 
is the nearest railroad station, and efforts to 
reach that point to-night by telegraph have 
been unsuccessful. 
LONG A ND SHORT I1ACL3. 
Tho Soutli P rotests A gainst the In ter­ 
state C om m erce A ct. 
W ashington. April 1st. — James R. 
Ogden, Commissioner of the Southern As­ 
sociated Railroads, presented a paper to­ 
day before the Interstate Commission, set­ 
ting forth in substance that the lines north 
of the Ohio and west of the Mississippi 
rivers will refuse, after tbe interstate com­ 
merce law goes into effect, to continue to 
contract joint rates with lines south of Ohio 
as they existed prior to the enactment 
of the law, and asking that, in view 
of the competition which the Southern 
roads have to meet from water transporta­ 
tion companies, that the long and short 
hauls clause of the law be suspended so far 
as it affects the roads they represent. It is 
claimed that if this be not done rates will 
have to be increased, to the great injury of 
the railroads and the industrial interest of 
the people of the South. 
The Commission agreed to hear what 
Messrs. Smith and Ogden might have to 
say on tbe subject to-morrow.

W ashington, April 1st.—[Special.]—The 
President has determined to profit by the 
advice given by his friends and tbe unso 
licited suggestion of Dr. Sowers, to take 
more exercise. A large box arrived at the 
White House this afternoon, and was at 
once removed to tbe basement of the build­ 
ing. It contained a full set of parlor gym­ 
nastic appliances—rings, horizontal oars, 
dumbbells, Indian clubs, etc.—with which 
Cleveland will exercise morning and even­ 
ing. A room will be fitted up in the cellar 
of the Executive Mansion, where the Presi­ 
dent can pull and haul and lift and swing 
to his heart’s content. Mrs. Cleveland has 
observed the gradual diminution of her 
husband’s strength, and it is mainly owing 
to her entreaties that he has consented to 
take a course of gymnastic training. When 
Private Secretary Larnont returned from 
his recent visit to New York he brought 
with him a fine saddle-horse, which is 
supposed to be for President Cleveland’s 
use.

O PPOSED TO ANARCHISM . 
A n Irish C atholic W ho B oldly D eclaim s 
A gainst the M ost Breed. 
Chicago, April 1st.—Two letters issued 
this afternoon are creating much comment 
to-night. The first was from Mayor Har­ 
rison, appointing as City Collector Wm. J. 
Onahan. widely known throughout the 
country as President of the Irish Catholic 
Colonization Society. Onahan was to be 
vlie Democratic candidate for City Treas­ 
urer. His letter emphatically announces 
that, unlike Mayor Harrison," he will un­ 
der no circumstances give the slightest “aid 
to a ticket put forward and championed by 
all the known and avowed allies of social­ 
ism and anarchy.” Continuing on, he 
says : “ Mr. Powderly, who represents, 
and is the official spokesman for, the legit­ 
imate labor organizations of the country, 
disavows, as I am informed, the action of 
the political body which assumes to put 
itself forward in Chicago as the • Labor 
party.’ Tbe success of the so-called 
Labor ticket," the letter declares, “ wouldbe 
fatal alike to the business interests of the 
city and to the welfare of the laboring 
cH^ses.” 
Onahan concludes with the 
words : “ If I must choose on election day 
between the Republican ticket and that 
championed by the Socialists, I shall vote 
the Republican ticket.”

The other letter causing discussion is 
from Robert Nelson, the United Labor 
candidate for Mayor. Nelson says that be 
will, if elected, regard the office of Mayor 
as a great and grave public trust. Ef­ 
ficiency will be bis sole guide in making 
appointments to or removals from office, 
and the property and rights of the people 
will be protected and the laws enforced.

N ew Y ork. April 1st.—Rev. James Cur­ 
ran, a stanch friend and former assistant of 
the deposed priest, Dr. McGlynn, appeared 
wi.h the latter at Jones’ Woods on St. 
Patrick's Day. For this he was sent to 
Ellenville, N. Y-, to reflect on liis contu­ 
macy on appearing in public with a priest 
“ in disgrace.” Dr. Curran did not profit 
by the hint, however, and came down on 
the night of Dr. McGlynn's lecture, and 
appeared on the platform with him. For 
this Curran has been ordered into solitary 
retreat at Hoboken, with fasts and penance, 
for ten days. 
At the palace of Archbishop Corrigan it 
was intimated that the parishioners of St. 
Stephen’s Church would do well to take a 
hint and behave themselves, lest they suf­ 
fer excommunication. The punishment of 
Dr. Curran is taken as evidence that Arch­ 
bishop Corrigan’s course toward Dr. Mc­ 
Glynn has the approval of Rome. The 
parishioners of St. Stephen's are excited 
over the aflair, and propose to hold meet­ 
ings in Dr. Curran's support, as they have 
done in Dr. McGlynn’s. 
D ESPER A TE FIG H T. 
A B loody Afl’air on the T exas-LouU iniia 
B order. 
Galveston, April 1st.—A special to the 
Neivs from San Augustine, in Eastern Texas, 
near the Louisiana line, siys : A terrible 
fight occurred this morning ten mile? be­ 
low Hemphill, in Sabine county, between 
Captain Scott and his little company of 
State Rangers on their side and old Willis 
Conner and his sons on the other. Three 
of the Conner family and one Ranger, 
named Rogers, were instantly killed, and 
Captain Scott and another of his men were 
badly if not fatally wounded. One of the 
Connor boys escaped, but the Rangers are 
in pursuit. Conner brought on the tight 
by firing from ambush on the Rangers, 
who were hunting timber thieves. A doc­ 
tor of this city has been sent for by the 
Rangers to attend to the wounded. 


T he G overnm ent C om m ission w ill In­ 
vestigate Them . 
W ashington. April 1st.—[Special.]—The 
Fish Commission steamer Albatross will 
be fitted out with new boilers in Baltimore 
soon, and next fall will sail for the Pacific 
ocean, where she will remain two or three 
years and make during that time as 
thorough an investigation as possible of all 
matters relating to food fishes. The cod, 
halibut and other food fishes are caught in 
the Pacific, but little is known of their dis­ 
tribution, and the fisheries have not been 
developed. The Albatross will also, during 
her stay, make an investigation in the Gulf 
of California. The Fish Commission has 
deposited during the last few years a large 
supply of young shad in tho Colorado 
river, and the Albatross will visit the Gulf 
of California partly with the view of ascer­ 
taining the results of this work. Prof. 
Baird says that the Fish Commission hoped 
to make the Gulf of California a second 
Chesapeake bay for shad. 
The investigation of the fishes of the 
Pacific coast will include an inquiry into 
the position of tbe fishery banks and the 
distribution and migrations of the fish. It 
is hoped that it will be ascertained what 
fish there are and where and when they 
occur in the greatest abundance, and other 
information of practical benefit to fisher­ 
men and consumers of fish will be ob­ 
tained. These practical matters include 
many scientific questions, and the Albatross 
will have aboard a full corps of competent 
scientific investigators. The food of fishes, 
temperature of the sea water at the top and 
in the middle nd at the bottom, and even 
the luminosity of the water, arc conditions 
to be determined at different points. 


A KENTUCKY SENSATION. 
R eported O utbreak of a VolranoAn C alla­ 
w ay County. 
Chicago, April 1st.—The Times' Evans­ 
ville (Ind.) special says : Intelligence has 
been received in this city of volcanic dis­ 
turbances and eruptions on Blood river, 
near New Concord, Callaway county, Ky.' 
on Wednesday, which have frightened the 
inhabitants out of their wits. Tuesday 
afternoon all the wells in the neighborhood 
were found to be dry. The" same night 
strange rumbling noises were heard in the 
earth, similar to an earthquake shock. 
About 10 o’clock an explosion was heard 
in the direction ofStigers Bluff, two miles 
from New Concord. A column of fire was 
seen to shoot toward the heavens at least 
150 feet. A perfect pandemonium followed. 
Men. women and children, thinking the 
day of judgment had come, fell upon their

N ew Y ork, April 1st.—Kissane is well 
known to most of the prominent Cali­ 
fornians. He had for years been very 
active in State politics, an influential dele­ 
gate to Conventions and a man who was 
always consulted in the division of spoils. 
He never himself, however, ran for office, 
and was never higher than County Super­ 
visor. He is Democratic, like the men 
whom be has selected to actas his counsel. 
Senator George Hearst is an old friend of 
his, and would, it is said, speak favorably 
of him, knowing only the history of that 
part of his life which he passed in the 
Golden State. 
Mr. Hart, Kissane’s lawyer, says the 
latter lived in Sonoma county. ’ When 
asked whether it was true that Kissane 
was, or had been, a Director of a railroad 
in California, as was stated by General 
Dorr, Mr. Hart exclaimed: “ Kissane 
never was a railroad Director.

W ashington, April 1st. — [Special.]— 
Naval circles are agitated over the possible 
condemnation of tbs old ship Hartford, 
now lying at Mare Island. The vessel was 
refitted at the Boston Navy Yard less than 
five years ago, and was sent around to the 
Pacific as the tlag-ship of the squadron in 
those waiers. She was surveyed by the 
Board when she returned to San Francisco, 
and it was found that the repairs necessary 
to be made would cost $160,000. This sum 
approaches the 20 per cent, limit allowed 
by law to be expended in repairs on wooden 
vessels, and Secretary Whitney is doubtful 
about the advisability of trying to make 
her serviceable.

P arnell Delivers a Great Speech In the 
H ouse o f C om m ons. 
London, April 1st.—Tbe whips of both 
parties in the House of Commons are do­ 
ing their utmost to secure a full attend­ 
ance at to-night’s session. It is not known 
positively whether Parnell will move the 
amendment of which be lias given Dotice. 
The Gladstone Liberals will meet tbe Gov­ 
ernment's motion for a second reading of 
the Irish Crimes Act amendment bill with 
a hostile amendment. The form which 
this shall take has not yet been decided 
upon. SMITH URGES THE LAND BILL. 
London, April Is*.—In tbe House of 
Commons to-night W . H. Smith First 
Lord of the Treasury, suggested that if the 
Irish crimes bill be read tbe first time to­ 
night the second reading could be taken tip 
on Tuesdav. Then there would be an 
interval of a week between the second 
reading and going into committee. It was 
the imperative duty of the Government to 
insist that the House come to an early de­ 
cision on the principles of the bill. Re­ 
ferring to the land bill, he said it is of vital 
importance that the Government use every 
effort to make the measure a law. 
PARNELL DISCUSSES THE COERCION BILL. 
Parnell resumed the debate on the coer­ 
cion bill. He was londly cheered on rising. 
He said that with the production of the land 
bill yesterday Parliament had been put in 
possession of tbe complete plan of the Gov­ 
ernment, in all its nakedness and dishon­ 
esty. The land bill revealed the extent of 
the plot and the gravity of the conspiracy 
through which the Conservatives and Lib­ 
eral Unionists intend to try to coerce ten­ 
ants in Ireland into the payment of impos­ 
sible rents—to compel them to purchase 
their landlords’ interests at exorbitant 
rates. If the House should ever give the 
Government power to thus coerce the peo­ 
ple the result would most certainly be 
wholesale repudiation, 
involving im­ 
mense loss to the British taxpayers. 
[Hear.] The Government were pressing 
coercion with indecent haste. They re­ 
fused to carry out the recommendations of 
thq^and Commission. If the coercion bill 
passed, the last defense of the tenants 
against vyholcsal • robbery would he re­ 
moved. In justly-regulated land purchase 
lay the only hope of settling tbe land 
question. If done at a fair price, and in 
the absence of coercion, the Irish tenants 
would

to complain of the absence of official 
information concerning crime in Ireland. 
Tbe Government had given them the 
opinions of four Judges who thought that 
crime was seriously increasing. He could 
quote twelve Judges to show the absence 
oi seriou3 crime. As to the alleged failures 
of juries to convict, the cases have been 
grossly exaggerated. 
They were utterly 
insufficient grounds for destroying the 
liberties of Ireland. The National League 
had been called tyrannic, hut was- there 
proof that any pressure had been put on 
any one to join the League. It is a purely 
national body, tbe outcome of genuine 
popular feeling, and no branch of the 
League had ever been known to exercise 
force in order to impress members. 
Proceeding to discuss the provisions of 
the bill, Parnell contended that the powers 
given magistrates woula enable them to 
send political opponents to prison for six 
months—to a plank bed and prison diet. 
No part of previous coercion Acts ever so 
much excited the distrust of English Jus­ 
tices as the proposal to change the venue of 
trials by trying Irishmen before special 
English juries. The proposal meant a reign 
of judicial murder. It meant that ail hopes 
of tbe better times which seemed dawn­ 
ing upon Ireland would disappear; that the 
system of subordination would witness 
wholesale perjury before partisan juries. 
It would result in sending innocent persons 
to the scaffold and to the convict's cell. 
What was the only state of society that 
could arise under this reign of terror? 
Secret societies would spring up. fos­ 
tered by the sufferings of an op­ 
pressed nation, and those who had been 
p rsistent in counseling the people to 
observe patience and moderation might 
counsel in vain. But he would still coun­ 
sel them to submit to injustice rather than 
retaliate or do anything that might drive 
Gladstone from their side or increase his 
difficulties, or place him in a false posi­ 
tion with the Liberals. The battle was 
now won in Ireland. [Cheers.] There might 
be some suffering and much tyranny 
yet to be endured, but they would be as 
nothing compared with that which the 
people had gone through in the past. A 
little waiting, and the urgency proposed 
for this bill would disappear before that 
brighter time when Gladstone would be 
able to appeal once more to the sense of 
justice of the people of Great Britain, and 
receive full power to do right by Ire­ 
land. [Cheers.] The party which alone 
could gain by violence, by the people 
of Ireland "going beyond the law, 
was the present Government. That 
was the reason this bill had been 
brought forward. Its object was to 
strengthen the Government’s own miser­ 
able position. Let not tbe people of Ire­ 
land fall into the toils thus set for them. 
He greallj feared the results of the bill, 
but he would not cease to tell them that 
the situation is entirely different from that 
of five years ago, and that it is for them a 
victory certain. The people of Ireland 
would again bear the strain with patience. 
Gladstone would not find his action ham­ 
pered, nor bis hands sullied in the great 
and glorious work he had undertaken. 
[Cheers.] 
He concluded by moving that the House 
resolve itself into committee to consider 
the state of Ireland. 
Harrington, amid great laughter, read 
letters from the Knight of Kerry, Lord 
XIonck and others, applying, on behalf of 
their friends and relatives, for a stipendiary 
magistrateship in Ireland. When asked 
where he obtained the letters, he replied 
that he bought them at auction. This an­ 
swer was received with shouts of laughter. 
Harrington proceeded to explain the prin­ 
cipal qualifications urged on behalf of the 
applicants as being poverty and large fam­ 
ilies.On being interrupted by cries of “Divide!” 
the speaker said he was not surprised at 
the impatience shown by gentlemen on the 
outside upon tbe exposure of these unpal­ 
atable facts, but he had a right to show the 
characters of the men at whose mercy it 
was proposed to place the liberties of irish­ 
men. 
O'Connor moved to adjonrn the debate. 
Gladstone, in supporting the motion, 
said there were strong reasons for it. He 
defended Parnell's delay in moving bis 
amendment, and said that this was a grave, 
seriouJ case, demanding another night of 
discussion. With reference to Parfiell’s 
speech, Gladstone 
he had never known 
of an instance in which the case made bv 
such a bill had been so completely torn to 
rags. [Cheers.]

TH E QUARANTINE. 
San F rancisco D eclines to R aise it from 
O cean Steam ers. 
San F rancisco, April 1st—[Special.]—A 
special meeting oi the Board of Health was 
held in Mayor Pond's office this afternoon, 
for the purpose of considering the small­ 
pox quarantine. A communication from 
Cloodall, Perkins & Co., relative to the 
quarantine at San Pedro, was read by the 
Secretary, in which they stated that since 
the issuance of the order the company has 
lost almost all their passenger travel be­ 
tween this city and San Pedro. The com­ 
munication further stated that if it was 
deemed necessary by the Board to protect 
the city against contagious diseases 
by examining passengers on vessels 
arriving from Ixis Angeles, it cer­ 
tainly seems that the same rule should 
apply to other lines of transportation, es­ 
pecially those which reach the city by way 
of the valleys and do not have the benefit 
of the health-prevailing winds of the 
ocean. The communication closed with a 
request to either annul or modify the 
order. 
Tho proposition was fully discussed by 
members ot the Board, and the opinion 
prevailed that it was the duty of the State 
Board of Health to attend to the railway 
quarantine, and that of the City Boaril 
to guard the avenues by water. By a 
unanimous vote, the Board decided to "ad­ 
here to its position, and not to remove its 
quarantine order._______

Inceudiarisni in Santa R osa. 
S anta R osa, April 1st.—This morning, 
about 4 o’clock, a lire was discovered in the 
Santa Rosa House. The firemen succeeded 
in extinguishing the flames, but the build­ 
ing is rained. Xlost of the furniture was 
saved, though much was damaged. The 
hotel was owned by XIrs. P. Johnson, anil 
was valued at $5,000, with an insurance of 
$2,000. There is no doubt the building 
was set on fire by incendiaries. About 11 
o’clock last night a fire was discovered in 
the wash-room. The walls were saturated 
with coal oii, and against the wall was 
lound a bundle of rags also saturated with 
oil. This fire was easily extinguished, but 
a watch was k$pt on the house until the 
time of the fire, bnt no suspicions person 
was seen. An attempt was made about 
two months ago to burn the building. The 
hotel was the oldest in the county, and one 
of the oldest in the State. It was bnilt in 
1853 by E. P. C’olgan, and conducted by 
him till his death. This hotel was the 
favorite stopping place of many old pio­ 
neers, who will greatly miss it. 
A rrest ot a N otorious “ C rook.” 
R edxvood City, April 1st.—At an early 
hour last evening the house of Mrs. A. 
M. Jewell, in this place, was entered and a 
gold watch and chain valued at $200 taken. 
Shortly after a negro, giving the name 
Charley Larkin, was arrested with the 
stolen "property in his possession, and ad­ 
mitted the theft. 
Last night a stranger, while drunk, was 
arrested and had in his possession a lot of 
burglar’s tools, a gold watch, $52 and 
some cigars. He is thought to be one Pat 
Hanley, a noted crook from Cleveland, O., 
and other Eastern cities, for whose arrest 
rewards have been offered. He is charged 
with the robbery of Benedict & Ruedy’s 
fur store at Cleveland last January, and is 
supposed to have been implicated in the 
subsequent murder of a policeman. 
Sunken Ship R aised. 
San P edro, A pril 1st.—The ship Kenne­ 
bec, containing as sbe did, 1,300 tons of 
coal and sank on l ’ebruury 14tli in five 
fathoms of water, was successfully raised 
to-day. Captain J. H. Bruce, with the 
wrecking steamer XVhitelaw, arrived here 
Xfarch 21st, and has since that date been 
very bnsv with divers making preparations 
and getting things in readiness in and 
about the sunken ship, until to-day, when 
they set the pumps at work, and in about 
two hours’ time they had the Kennebec 
afloat and comparatively free from water. 
Captain Bruce reports that the keel of the 
ship is pretty much gone, fore and aft, and 
several holes are stove in the bottom, bnt 
that otherwise the Kennebec is intact and 
perfect in shape, not a bolt or butt being 
started. The ship is about ready to com­ 


mence discharging the balance of the cargo, 
after which she will be towed to San Fran­ 
cisco for repairs. 
C areless Use of Poison. 
Sonoma, April 1st.—This afternoon J. P. 
XVeems, working about the lot of a house 
recently vacated, gave his horse a few 
mouthfuls of wheat fonnd at the back 
door. A few minutes latet the horse was 
dead. The family recently living there 
owned the farm, and the supposition is 
that poisoned wheat for squirrels was 
thrown out. Although four children were 
with him, not one, fortunately, tasted the 
wheat. 
Tlie Craze O vei Land. 
Lo-i A n g e le s , April 1st.—A good evi­ 
dence of the real estate boora here was the 
scene last night at some real estate offices. 
Over 100 men formed in line in the evening 
at 6 o’clock to get the first chance to buy 
lots at 9 o'clock this moraine in a new 
town on the line of the San Gabriel X'alley 
Railroad. The street boys made money 
getting places and selling them. One boy 
got $75 for his place. There was a greater 
rush than for the Booth or Patti seats. It 
was an amusing sight to see well-known 
business men preparing to spend the night 
on stools and chairs. 
A ccident to H on. C harles M aclay. 
Sa n F rancisco, April 1st.—Hon. Charles 
Maclay was to-day thrown from his buggy 
by driving into a ditch. He sustained in­ 
terna! injuries and a severe contusion of 
the scalp. The horse stepped on him and 
the bogey passed over him. Though seri­ 
ously injured, his injuries are not consid­ 
ered fatal. 


OUR NEW LAWS. 
C ontinuation of the .Statutes ofC A lifornla 
for tlie Year 1887. 
Following are additional chapters of the 
laws passed by the last session of the State 
Legislature, and now issued from the office 
of the Secretary of State : 
Ch ap. 170.—Slakes general appropria­ 
tions for the support of the State Govern­ 
ment for tbe thirty-ninth and fortieth fis­ 
cal years. [The entire bill has already 
been published in these columns.] 
Ch ap. 171.—Appropriates $16,460 to pay 
deficiency tor thirty-fourth fiscal year, for 
fuel, etc., for State offices. 
Ch ap. 172.—Appropriates $769 to pay de­ 
ficiency for rewards, etc., for arrest of high­ 
way robbers during the thirty-seventh fis­ 
cal year. 
Ch ap. 173.—Appropriates $42 33 to pay 
deficiency for conti ugent expenses of Snr- 
veyor-General's office for thirty-sixth fiscal 
year. 
Ch ap. 174.—Appropriates $4 40 for de­ 
ficiency for postage, etc., in Surveyor-Gen- 
eral's office during the thirty-fifth fiscal 
year. 
Ch a p. 175.— Appropriates $1,647 81 to 
pay the deficiency for erecting and main­ 
taining the State salmon hatchery for the 
thirty-seventh fiscal year. 
Ch a p. 176.—Appropriates $342 41 to pay 
the deficiency in the funds of the State 
Board of X’iticulture, for the thirty-seventh 
fiscal year. 
Ch ap. 177.—Amends Section 739 of the 
Political Code, so as to increase the salary 
ot each Secretary of the Supreme Court 
from $1,600 to $2,400 per annum; and of 
each bailiff from $1,200 to $1,500. 
Ch ap. 178.—A5>propriates $461 75 to pay 
the deficiency for contingent expenses 
of the Insurance, Commissioner, for the 
thirty-seventh fiscal year. 
Ch ap. 179.—Amends the law concerning 
the San Francisco harbor and the State 
Harbor Commissioners, as to their duties. 
Chap. 180.—Regulates the vocation of 
fishing by ¡equiring all persons so engaged 
with nets and boats, to takeout an annnal 
license. Each owner or user of a fishitig- 
boat worked by less than three men to pay 
a fee of $5. and those having boats worked 
by three or inore men to pay an addition 
of $2 50 for each man so employed. The 
money collected is to be used for the re­ 
storation and preservation of fish in the 
waters of the State. 
Ch a p. 181.—Appropriates $10,000 to erect 
a dormitory for the adult blind. 
Ch ap. 182.—Appropriates $650 to pay 
claim of Richard Coleman. 
Ch a p. 183.—Amends Section 1127 of Po­ 
litical Code so as to limit the size of elec­ 
tion precincts to 350 qualified electors. 
Ch ap. 184.—Appropriates $595 to pay 
claim of J. XY. Rook, for construction of a 
steam launch for Fish Commissioners. 
Ch ap. 185.—Amends Sections 626, 031 
and 636 of the fish and game law so as to 
make the close season for quail, grouse, 
etc., end on the 10th of September instead 
of lstoi October. Also ex tends the season in 
which deer may be killed from November 
1st to December 15th, and empowers Boards 
of Supervisors to make snch local laws as 
will best subserve the game interests of 
their respective counties. 
Ch ap. 186.—Amends the Political Code 
relating to adoption of by-laws, election of 
Trustees, their powers, duties and compen­ 
sation in election districts.

J0URNEYIS6S 
THROUGH 
THE 
STATE OF JALISCO. 


H abits and Custom s o f the M iddle 
A ges to be F ound To-day on the 
A m erican C ontinent—Etc. 


[Record-Ukio.v Special Correspondence.] 
Guadalajara, March 22, 1887. 
N orthern people who have never trav­ 
eled in this country find it difficult to 
realize th at a week’s journey from New 
Y ork or Boston will bring one into a per­ 
fect reproduction of the m anners and cus­ 
tom s of the fifteenth-ami sixteenth centu­ 
ries. 
Not only ase rich and powerful 
cities hidden in these m ountains—older 
by two hundred years than any in the 
U nited States, most of them accessible to 
the tourist by no other mode of transit 
th an long, difficult and dangerous jo u r­ 
neys on mule-back—but in the rural dis­ 
tricts and provincial towns the-revolving 
wheel of Father Tim e seems to have been 
stopped a thousand years ago. 
W hile in 
the Old W orld the habits and usages of 
bygone centuries rem ain but in history and 
tradition, in a portion of our own conti­ 
n en t they exist unchanged as in the Mid­ 
dle Ages—as may be proved by a walk 
through the streets of any Jalisco village 
and a peep into it3 homes and churches. 
About twenty miles north of Zapotlan is 
the still older city of 
SAYULA, 
W hich was flourishing at its best a century 
before the first Spaniard saw these shores. 
It is said that Don Pedro de Aivarado (he 
of the leaping exploit, for whose supposed 
death Cortez shed the only tears of his life 
on that memorable “sad night” ), expressed 
especial adm iration for this place, and 
vowed by San Jago that he would settle 
here when war3 were over. 
Fortunately 
for the natives, however, he never did. 
A fter his Governorship of Honduras and 
Guatem ala, overweening avarice led him 
back to Mexico, where heagain m arked his 
pathw ay of conquest by fire and sword and 
wholesale robbery iu the names ot Carlos 
V , King of Spain, and by way of “ Christ­ 
ianizing ” the Indians, practiced all the 
diabolical atrocities of the Inquisition upon 
unoffending men, women and children. 
“ The m ills of the gods grind slowly,” but 
in this case they did indeed grind “ exceed­ 
ing sm ali ’’—for in an affray with the n a­ 
tives 011 the coast of Michoacan he was 
ignom iniously killed by his horse, which 
fell upon him and crushed him into a 
shapeless mass. 
In the same year (1541), 
bis wife and children perished in an inun­ 
dation, accompanied by a frightful tem- 
g 


est, which overthrew the walls of the 
panish city, San Jago, and destroyed every 
being who could perpetuate theC onqueror’s 
nam e. 
No hero of history—unless it may 
be his friend. Cortez—has received more 
misplaced adm iration for his daring and 
rom antic adventures, and no greater rascal 
ever lived. 
Sayula has a present population o f about 
fifteen thousand, and enjoys a much better 
reputation than its m ore powerful neigh­ 
bor, Zapotlan. 
Before reaching this place 
our escort was reduced, and in the peaceful 
little city we felt as secure as you in Sac­ 
ram ento. The natives hereabouts are uni­ 
versally engaged 
in agriculture or the 
m anufacture of salt. 
None are idle, and 
none seem either very rich or very poor. 
The sleepy old town has the same general 
features as many I have described to you— 
th e same straight, stony and grass-grown 
streets; low-walled 
adobe houses, each 
overrun with creepers and with an aspiring 
clum p of green breaking through its flat 
roof—like scalp-locks through the torn hat 
o f a school-boy—denoting the usual inner 
court, with its growing tigs, bananas and 
oranges. 
In the streets, which are all mo­ 
notonously alike, w ith blank walls lining 
th e pavements, closed doors and barred 
casements, one sees few signs of active life, 
and rarely meets anybody but the bare­ 
footed or sandal-shod classes. 
Occasionally 
th e aristocrats condescend to take 


AN EVENING AIRING 
In the ancient Alameda (“grove of elm s” ), 
on horseback or in their clumsy, old-fash­ 
ioned chariots—but for the most part they 
are too indolent to go beyond their own 
private grounds. 
They certainly have 
room enough w ithin their own walls, 
w here they are diligently served by nu­ 
merous attendants ; and so far above “ the 
com m on h e rd ” do they feel themselves 
that it m ust be a source of perpetual sur­ 
prise to them that the Lord neglected to 
provide a separate atm osphere for lungs 
patrician and plebeian. 
There is the invariable plaza, full of old 
trees and adobe benches, with churches on 
three sides of it and a m arket-house on 
the other. The most interesting object in 
Sayula is an ancient cathedral, built by 
Cot tez in the year 1529. It is an exact type 
of the peculiar architecture of old Spain— 
a bit of Badajoz or G ranada transferred to 
the nineteenth century. Its fret-work, im ­ 
ages and quaint wood-carvings, its pillars 
and paintings, rich altars, gloomy arcades 
and mysterious passages which com m uni­ 
cate w ith the vaults of the dead beneath 
and lead to the stately palace of the Bishop, 
are ail remarkable. 
To the left of the town lies the Lago de 
Sayula—a beautiful 
lake 
of unknown 
depth, with num erous white-walled houses 
nestling near its shores, surrounded by 
fields of cane and coffee. 
In all this land 
of loveliness I have seen no more beautiful 
picture than the Lago at sunrise, with 
m illions of birds skim m ing its m irror-like 
surface, and the fragrant fields around it 
stretching away to the wooded m ountains. 
On our northw ard journey we leave Sa­ 
yula at 3 o’clock in the m orning, in that 
“ darkest h o u r” which precedes the dawn. 
W e piled ourselves and our belongings into 
th e creaking old diligencia, without those 
feelings of cheerful security so greatly to be 
desired, not knowing, in the total darkness, 
■who our companions m ight be. The driver 
snapped his whip with a noise like the re­ 
port of a pistol, and his loud “ Tam años 
m uías! A -hah—ha—a—a—ah !” 
was re­ 
echoed by the silent hills as we rum bled 
away at a sharp pace over the rocky high­ 
way. 
W hen daylight appeared we found 
ourselves in a broad vailev, near the shore 
of a m arshy lake, which literally swarmed 
w ith 
BIRDS OP VARIOUS FEATHER. 
The waters were actually hidden by 
duck, teal, cranes, herons, and num erous 
other aquatic fowl, while in the shallows, 
scarlet-breasted flamingos and other tali 
birds strutted about on their fishing expe­ 
dition, or dozed upon one leg—for all the 
world like those absurd pictures on Japa­ 
nese fire-screens. For other miles the trees 
and bushes are alive with mocking-birds, 
tiny pica-dores (hum ming-birds), gorgeous 
“ cardinals,’’ all blood-red, and an infinite 
variety whose names I do not know. Oc­ 
casionally we come upon a colony of zopi­ 
lotes, perched upon a blasted tree or the 
clean-picked bones of some dead anim al— 
those mute, black birds of unclean habits 
and horrible suggestions—the scavengers 
of the South, who wait upon death, disease 
and m urder, and who seemed to eye us as 
if longing for a feast. 
Passing through a sm all village, we m et 
an Indian procession shooting off rockets 
at noon-day in honor of some religious 
fiesta. They carried a cradle of braided 
gras3, full of tinsel and bright-hued Daper, 
w ithin which lay a waxen figuie of the in­ 
fant Jesus, bedecked with paper shavings 
and gold leaf. A priest led the way, fol­ 
lowed by a “ band ” composed of one 
guitar, one flute, one violin and two instru­ 
m ents m ade of reeds. 
The State of Jalisco comprises the greater 
part of th at section which under the 
Spanish regime was called the Kingdom of 
Nueva Galicia, and covers more than one 
hundred thousand square kilometers. 
It 
is exceedingly rich in m ineral wealth, and 
its public lands are valued at the excep­ 
tionally high price (for Mexico) of 39 1-5 
cents per acre. The Sierra Madre range 
rambles over the entire State, sending out 
innum erable spurs, such as the Sierra del 
Tigre, the m ountains of De Nayarit and 
the unscalable bights of the Sierra del Ta- 
p a ip a ; 
besides many 
isolated 
cones, 
am ong which are the Bufa de Balanos and 
th e celebrated volcano of Colima, which 
was recently in eruption. The largest river 
in Mexico, next to “ the Brave River of the 
N orth ”—the Rio Grande de Santiago, now 
som etim es called the Lerm a—flows across 


Jalisco; and here also is the famous Lake 
Cbapala, 60 miles long and 16 wide. Guada­ 
lajara, one of the finest cities in all Span 
ish America, is the C apital; and on the 
western coast is the port of San Bias, cele­ 
brated in song and story. One of the most 
interesting portions of Jalisco is the 
" TERRITORIO DE TEPtC,” 
An im portant m ining district, about 250 
miles from the capital of the State, and 
forty miles cast from San Bias. So war­ 
like and untam able are the people of Tepic 
that they have been a source of unending 
anxiety to the successive rulers of Mexico, 
and during the last of President Lerda's 
adm inistration it was set apart as a m ili­ 
tary territory, to be thenceforth rigorously 
ruled by m artial law, the Federal Govern­ 
m ent agreeing to pay an annual amount, 
called subsidio, to its inhabitants. 
For 
m any years Tepic has been, fired by the 
notion ot independence from the confeder­ 
ation of Mexican States, and the establish­ 
m ent of a “ Republic central ” of its own 
—a Quixotic idea, which originated in the 
brain of a lawyer of Guadalajara. It has 
m et with considerable favor, however, in 
several other of the central States of Mex­ 
ico, and is forever inciting the Indians to 
insurrection against the General Govern­ 
m ent. A few years ago, in pursuance of 
this plan, the Tepicians to the num ber of 
18,0(X>, attacked Guadalajara, led by Gen 
Lozado, who was afterwards executed for 
his part in the rebellion. 
W heuever the subsidio is not prom ptly 
paid—which frequently happens with the. 
depleted treasury of an impoverished Gov­ 
ernm ent—the rugged m ountaineers, under 
the belief that they were deprived of their 
rights of citizenship and placed under op 
pressive m ilitary ruie by false promises, 
rush to arm s as naturally as sparks fly up­ 
ward. So formidable an uprising occurred 
here recently that the President was obliged 
to send a considerable force to protect the 
Federal soldiers already stationed in the 
Territorio. 
Rebellions in Tepic have always been 
exceedingly difficult to suppress, for the 
Government troops meet in every Indian a 
m ortal foe, and it is said that one of the 
latter, while on his “native heath” is equal 
to a score of hireling soldiers. Knowing 
well their own section, the revolters perch 


LIK E BIRDS OF PREY 
In the narrow defiles and canyons of the 
m ountains, or seek safety in ’ the fever- 
haunted lagoons of the lowlands, which 
are, with good reasons, a deadly terror to 
the uuacclimated. 
T he town of Tepic. which lies at the 
foot of the Sierra del Alicia, has about 20,­ 
000 inhabitants. 
Though an im portant 
m ining center, it is chiefly noted for its 
m anufacture of fine cigars. 
At an eleva­ 
tion of over 4,000 feet above the gulf, it is 
surrounded by a rich coffee and tobacco- 
producing country, 
having the 
Pacific 
port, San Bias, for a convenient point of 
shipm ent. 
Tepic is exactly 258 miles from 
the City of Mexico, and is reached By 
diligencia trom Guadalajara. 
The Mexi­ 
can Central Railway Company is building 
a branch line, which will run to San Bias, 
nearly parallel to the old stage route. 
A t San Bias the imaginative traveler feeie 
no sm aii degree of pleasure in having 
crossed the continent at last and having 
discovered the Pacific, likeanother Baiboa, 
whose great waves breaking upon the rock- 
bound coast sound in solemn m urm urs 
through his dreams. The shabby little port 
is hardly more than a thatched village, 
though larger than Acapulco or Manza­ 
nillo. 
Its population is less than 4,000, and 
a desultory comm unication is kept up with 
the outer world by means of Pacific Mail 
steamers, which stop here once a m onth. 


Is distant from San Francisco only 1,519 
miles by sea, but the hot, tropical jungles 
surrounding it—the proper líem e and fa­ 
vorite haunt of yellow fever and fatal 
calenturas—have isolated it as completely 
as though it occupied another sphere. 
On a bluff aoove the present town Ip the 
ruins of an ancient and much more sub­ 
stantial San Bias, which was shaken in 
pieces by an earthquake m any y. . rs ago. 
Some old bronze bells from its demolished 
church have been brought down from the 
bluff and set up in front of the grass- 
thatched chapel, which seems to satisfy 
modern ecclesiastical needs. This arrange­ 
m ent, which at first was intended to be hut 
tem porary, is now sometimes satirically re­ 
ferred to as "la torre de San Blae" (“ the San 
Bias steeple”): but it is quite probable that 
the lazy people—now that priestly power 
no longer rules—will never provide a bet­ 
ter belfry for the rusty bells than the rude 
trestlework in front of the poor adobe 
chapel. 
It will be remembered that these same 
“ Bells of San Bias"—as written about in 
JTarper's by that pleasant author, W . H . 
Bishop—served as the inspiration for Long­ 
fellow’s latest poem. The great poet died 
on the 24lh of March, 1882, and in his 
portfolio was found his lust work, entitled, 
“ The Bells of San Bias,” dated March 
15th, nine days before the hand that wrote 
was stilled forever. 
W e have not space for 
the whole poem, but here are three verses 
from the eWven. 
Loo It it up, friends—it 
is well w orth the trouble: 
“ What say the Bellsof San Bias 
To the ships that southward pass 
From the harbor of Mazatlan 7 
To them it is nothing more 
Than the sound of the surf on the shore, 
Nothing more to m aster or man. 
“ But to me, a dream er of dreams. 
To whom what is and what seems 
Are often one and the same, 
The Bells of San Bias to me 
Have a strange, wild melody. 
And are something more than a name. 
“ Oh, Bells of San Bias, in vain 
Ye call back the P a't again 
The Tost is deaf to your prayer; 
Out of the shadows of night 
The world rolls into lig h t: 
It Is daybreak everywhere.”

It is good for fruits, vines, figs, nuts, or­ 
anges, etc. 
You places it with a real estate 
agent and tell him to sell it. Y’ou say there 
are thousands of im m igrants coming hither 
from the East. 
They want fruit land. 
You tell the real estate agent to get hold 
of them and bring them here to look at 
your property. 
He does so. They come, 
took around and go away without buying. 
Y'ou growl at the tenderfoot and the agent 
both. The latter gets you to try your hand 
at it. You meet with the same result. W hat 
is the reason ? 
The would-be buyer is 
after fruit land. 
Y’ou say your land is 
fruit land, but if you cannot prove it, 
your 
statem ent 
is 
n ot 
satisfactory 
to 
the 
average m an. 
If 
you can 
point to one-half acre of vineyard or 
orchard that is thriving and producing 
abundantly, the ocular dem onstration thus 
furnished Is better than a talk of twenty- 
four hours. The vines and trees are there. 
The Eastern m an sees that all over the 
tract is the same soil, the same natural re­ 
sources and characteristics. H is eyes have 
satisfied him that your statem ents are cor­ 
rect, that the land will produce fruit as you 
say it will. 
He b u y s; you are h ap p y ; he 
cultivates his ranch, and enhances the 
value of the rest of the property. 
But if it 
had not been for your little one-half acre of 
vines or orchard, he never would have 
made the purchase. 
There are a large num ber of people here 
w anting to sell land that, as a m atter of 
fact, is rem arkably well adapted to horti­ 
culture and viticulture. 
All th at is neces­ 
sary to sell your land is the ocular demon­ 
stration that a few flourishing vines and 
trees will afford. A word to the wise ought 
to be sufficient.— Colusa Sun. 


A s 
E le c tro - M agnetic P la n t. — In 
breaking a twig of a plant th at has been 
named phytollaca eléctrica by scientists, 
on account of its very m arked electro­ 
magnetic properties, the hand receives a 
shock resembling the sensation produced 
by an inducting coil. It is said that birds 
or insects are never seen on this plant. As 
the soil in which it grows contains no 
magnetic metal, such as iron, cobalt or 
nickel, it is evident that the plant itself 
possesses the electrical property. According 
to the New Y ork Medical Times, experi­ 
ments made on this plant showed that a 
sm all compass was effected by it at a dis­ 
tance of about tw enty feet. On a near ap­ 
proach the needle vibrated and finally be 
gan to revolve quite rapidly. On receding 
from the plant the phenomenon was re­ 
peated in an invere order.

N i k k o . Japan, February 12, 1887. 
I am at a loss tor words to even half 
express the wonder which has been mine 
to-day—wonder and delight. 
The Japan­ 
ese think that kikko expresses the views 
about Nikko, but the wotd is very un­ 
satisfactory to me, though I find in H ep­ 
burn's dictionary that 
the m eaning is 
delicious, grand, splendid, beautiful, yet 
with ail this I feel that there is a poverty— 
no language has the word, it is unutter­ 
able. 
N ikko is more than grand, its tem ­ 
ples, rocks and giant trees, the views of 
m ountains streaked with snow, and vai 
leys where water glistens in ponds and 
winding streams, and brown thatch-roofs 
peep from among the leafless fruit trees. 
Iu the Alps of A ustria I have seen just 
such happy-looking hamlets, and often the 
scenes rem ind me of those about our own 
M uunt Shasta. 
Even w ith but a little or 
no knowledge of the history of Japan, a 
history which has had no influence upon 
us, one feels that same reverence in pass­ 
ing up and down the long steps of stone or 
under the gray arches, which is stirred in 
Holyrood or W estm inster. W ith such a 
grand stage, we know the tragedies which 
occupied it m ust have been fitting.

BOW TO THE SPELL OF NIKKO. 
Leaving Tokio at 1 r . St., the train passes 
through a well-cultivated country, with 
little suggestive of the Orient save an oc­ 
casional temple, 
until 
Utsunoroiya 
is 
reached, about sixtv-live miles from the 
Capital. Arriving just at sunset, I saw 
little of the town, but drove in a kuruma 
(kurum a is a m uch prettierand m ore m an­ 
ageable word than jinriksha. and is the 
Japanese term for the little carriages pulled 
by men) imm ediately to Todznki's inn, at 
the farther end of an almost interm inable 
street. 
The entrance is open to the 
street; 
the whole front of the house 
yawning in 
a 
most hospitably 
wide 
m anner, takes you right in 
at once. 
Travelers are seated here taking off their 
sandals and bathing their feet; bundles 
and w alking sticks are in one corner, and 
the sandals and m y shoes (lonely black 
twins), are ticketed and placed in order 
against the wall. 
Passing on over the 
yielding, m atted lloor, 1 see about twenty 
people in the bath, laughing and splashing 
about as though the boiling waters were 
their native 
element—for 
a 
Japanese, 
water m ust either be scalding hot or else 
ice cold. In his bath he is an extremist of 
the strongest kind. 
Leaving the happy 
crowd of travelers to be boiled together, f 
pass along a gallery which runs around a 
courtyard containing flowers, a pond and 
stone vases. 
I have made the acquaint­ 
ance of two Japanese from the south on 
their way to Nikko, and we have agreed 
to go in company. As we are seated on 
the floor in tailor fashion around the 
bronze hibachi (tire-box). the Droprietor 


COMES FOR MY PASSrOltT 
To give to the police. No passport is given 
for a tim e more than six m onths, and must 
state exactly where you are going and 
what for. As 1 am going nowhere in par­ 
ticular, and w ith no particular reason, I 
don’t know what way was taken to obtain 
it, but laws, like all things, have exceptions 
to bridge them . D inner is brought all at 
one tim e on a tray and placed beside us. 
Each has his tray and his chop sticks. 
In 
order that you may know they have not 
been used before, the two sticks are not 
separated, but left for you to split apart as 
occular proof of their newness. The din- 
n erw aso f eggs, raw fish, stewed meats, 
m ushrooms, a leek soup and riceadlibitum, 
with hot sake to moisten it all. After din­ 
ner a walk, and returning, we sal drinking 
sake and eating sheets of dried, green sea­ 
weed, which we dipped in spiced blood 
and warmed over the charcual tire, it cer­ 
tainly was good, but hardly enough to 
justify the rem arkable sm aking of lips 
and sucking sounds which my friends 
made use of to show approval. 


A SLOW BARGAIN. 
The landlord coming, a bargain was 
made for the kurumas to take us to Nikko 
to-morrow. 
It took nearly an hour to close 
this bargain and m uch com plim enting was 
given and taken, and salaams iu which the 
forehead touched the floor, and much tea 
drank and m any pipes smoked ; the final 
outcome was that 1 paid fifty cents for be­ 
ing carried twenty-two miles, when I had 
been told that the fare was over a dollar— 
so m uch for having friends at court. The 
beds being ready, we, grown weary with 
bargaining, retired. 
A bed is eight or so 
thick silk wadded comforters piled upon 
the floor ; upon this a very ample wadded 
coat is placed. Y'ou slip into this great coat, 
put your arm s into the long sleeves, fold it 
over 
you and 
sleep. 
The pillow is 
a block of wood placed under the neck, 
but it looks too hard and I carry a rubber 
pillow to take its place. 
A paper lantern 
is lighted all night, for the people I am 
told are m uch afraid of the dark. 
I hope 
it is not for the Biblical reason, 
in the 
bitter cold of the early morning, w ith the 
new moon just fading away, we wrap up 
in blankets and are off in our kurumas. 
Cold as it is, the men wear very little cloth­ 
ing and that of cotton ; one ot them , re­ 
ally deformed by the enormous develop­ 
m ent of muscle in arm s and legs, wears a 
pair of trunks only. After the sun rises I 
peep out. On both sides of the road are 
tall, coniferous trees, planted close together 
and often lacing their branches across the 
way—imagine a road bordered for twenty 
m iles w ith 


A GIANT HEDGE OF REDWOOD 
Or pine trees 60 to 90 feet high—the sun 
shines in bars of light between them , and 
in the high branches a wonderful w arm th 
of color in yellowing green and red-brown 
m ake you feel like throwing off your 
mufflers and calling it sum m er. Som e­ 
times a village is passed, and the children 
run after me calling, “ Injim cai" (for­ 
eigner), and m aking salutations. 
Taverns here, as in Europe, m ake use of 
a branch or bush for a sign, though the 
larger ones seem to discard it, rem inding 
me of our proverb, which sa y s: “ A good 
tavern needs no bush.” 
I can not learn 
whether this is an imported custom, it 
may have been introduced by the H olland­ 
ers—anyway, I always greet the tavern 
bush as an old friend. The twenty miles 
are made in some five hours, and at last— 
Nikko. Not the least pleasure in a visit to 
these m ountain tem ples is the knowledge 
that there is a society to repair and pre­ 
serve their beauties, and thus avert the in­ 
evitable decay which was threatened when 
the Government withdrew its support from 
religious bodies. 
Nikko is best known to foreigners as the 
burial place of lyeyasu and Iyemitsu, tbe 
two great men of the Tokugawa family of 
Shoguns, which held its position down to 
1868, at the time of the restoration of the 
Mikado to actual power. Eleven hundred 
years before that date the history of these 
sacred places begins and is crowded with 
names which by a Japanese are greatly 
honored, but to us are but mere sounds, 
and we scarcely can distinguish one front 
the other. Y'et this feast for the native 
visitor affords many crumbs for the igno­ 
rant barbarian who cannot read the scrolls 
or the strange characters upon the granite 
m onum ents. I knew the red bridge which 
crosses the Daiyagawa (gawa means river), 
for I had seen it so often in the beautifully 
colored photographs at Tokio. The bridge 
is never used, [though formerly twice a 
year the Shogun passed over it. 
It was 
built in 1638, on 
the site where Saint 
Shodo Shonin crossed by 


THE MIRACULOUS BRIDGE 
Of green and red snakes. 
Poor Shodo 
Shonin, when he 3aw such a bridge form­ 
ing in m id air, m ust have thought he had 
drunk too m uch sake, but as he never saw 
it after he crossed, let us hope he made no 
hasty vows of total abstinence in the 
fright of the m om ent. 
The sacred bridge 
viewed from the one in daily use certainly 
forms a picture which once seen will never 
be forgotten. The river, beaten to a foam, 
tears, beneath ; the bridge in one graceful 
curve of about eighty feet leaps from pier 


to pier, its bright red railings standing in 
bold relief and pleasing combination ot 
color against the gTeen woods on the oppo­ 
site hiils. 
Under the shadows of tall 
cedars I ascend by a steep roadway, from 
which a view of the little ham let of 
Irim acbi, where I hope to stay some time, 
takes me cpative for a while with its 
beauty. 
I pass under a huge tori ot granite 
given by some prince. A tori is an arch 
either ot stone, bronze or wood, and is 
placed before the entrance to all sacred 
places. 
These 
tori form 
one of the 
most striking features in all Japanese land­ 
scapes, for they are to be seen everywhere, 
some as large as this one, which is about 
thirty feet high, others all the way down 
to tbe size of one I saw before a little 
shrine in the woods, which was scarce six 
inches in hight. 
Tori means a bird's rest, 
and the two parallel pieces which form the 
arch secnt to be well understood by the 
feathered tribe. A beautiful pagoda, which 
has all the colors of the rainbow, rises five 
stories high, and is a marvel of workm an­ 
ship. 
After ail, though, it is only a huge 
piece of cabinet-work, and would really be 
just as effective were it but a foot high. 
^Though many temples are extrem ely im- 
'pressive in their m agnitude, I think Japa­ 
nese architecture loses m ors than it gains 
by increase in size. 


A MOST GRACEFUL COPPER COLUMN, 
Some forty feet high, is adorned with the 
arm s of the Tokugawas, in gold, and orna 
mented with the same precious metal in 
many designs—my Japanese friends tell me 
it is gold, and I am bound to believe. From 
the top of the column spring out a num ber 
of metal lotus leaves, and from the top of 
each a little bell depends; there are also 
some larger bells near by, and the wind 
makes constant music, the different tones 
chim ing well. Snow lies everywhere, and 
makes one think that all the airy carvings 
about him may be composed of some 
equally 
evanescent 
substance. 
Gates, 
temples, 
corridors' 
are 
all 
one blaze 
of gilding and cotor—surely by some 
magic the builders m ust have found a way 
to solidify tbe gorgeous rainbows for which 
the country is famed, and render them 
never-fading in these creations. The shrine 
of lyeyasu contains gold lacquer of price­ 
less value, silken hangings and gold uten­ 
sils ; the ceilings inlaid and divided into 
panels ; tbe floors of softest, finest matting. 
To reach this sacred spot I had to w all 
over cold stone pavement w ithout shoes, 
which was by no means an agreeable thing 
to do, but the beauties of the mausoleum 
and shrine fully repaid me for the slight 
tribute. 
I almost believe that it is less 
the sanctity of a place 
which causes 
this shoe-shedding than the fineness of 
the m atting. 
W hen I came out dreading 
the walk back over the stones, I found 
the priest in charge had had a carpet rolled 
along, which prevented any aunoyance a 
second time. 
It was very kind of him , 
and my thanking him led to a conversa- 
sation, with a lim ited stock of words, 
which, however, was enough to express 
compliments to our respective nations and 
a wish to meet again. 
W ith the two Budd­ 
hist priests I have m et I have been greatly 
pleased. Climbing the moss-covered steps, 
said to be 200 in num ber, it is an easy m at­ 
ter to 


BENO THE KNEES AT THE TOMB OF IYEYASÜ 
But rather troublesome to straighten them 
again until the reverent attitude has given 
the muscles a re s t; this may account for 
the unusual length of tim e my friends de­ 
voted to giving homage to the hero’s asl*es. 
It is a lonely but beautiful spot, hidden 
away among gloomy trees, through which 
the wind is always sighing. 
The guides 
to 
Nikko are like 
their brethren all 
over the world, 
except to a foreigner, 
to 
whom 
they are 
indeed 
a 
god­ 
send, especially when he does not under­ 
stand a word they say, tor then their 
ceaseless monotone forms a strain which 
joins in sym phony the sounds o f birds 
and wind and falling water. 
My guide I 
shall 
never forget. 
Lame and partly 
blind 
(he 
wet his eyes at each holy 
well), 
he sung 
his 
dreary 
song as 
he toil filed before me 
with sounding 
clogs. 
W hen or where he left m e I do not 
know ; I suddenly missed the sound of his 
voice, and, looking around, saw no one, 
and a deep-toned, m ournful bell struck live 
times. They were the closing notes of the 
sym phony. I slipped back into m jT pocket 
the tip I hand in my hand for hitn, and 
turned away toward lsim achi. That guide 
was as m uch of an apparition as the red 
and 
green 
snakes which 
appeared to 
Shodo Shonin. 
I 
bad left my friends 
at a tem ple with m any bowings and tayon- 
aras (good-bys). They were two gentle­ 
men whose kindness to a stranger 1 shall 
always remember gratefully, though one of 
them had exchanged his kimono (Japanese 
coat) for a foreign suit which disturbed 
m any a pretty picture by its horrid lit. 


THERE WAS A SACRED HORSE, 
W hich ought to have been, by all rules, 
white, but was a faded sorrel, yet I fed 
him , and dropped a cent in the box by his 
stall. This stall is overshadowed by a tali 
tree ofa particular kind, looking like a pine, 
but with thicker and flat needles or leaves. 
It is said to be the tree which lyeyasu car­ 
ried about with him when it was sm a ll; 
others say, though, that it was planted 
here by Kobo Daishi a thousand years ago. 
Still others say Kobo Daishi, who invented 
the i rakana form of syllabary, never came 
near this place. It is just so with us. One 
says W ashington cut down a cherry-tree, 
and another says he did not. 
A holy fountain interested m e much ; a 
basin cut from a huge block of granite, 
over the sides of which the water pours in 
thin sheets, unbroken, and w ith scarce a 
ripple, looking like a plate of glass against 
the stone. Some iron or bronze candelabra 
presented to the temple by the Hollanders 
are shown ; they are different from those 
of native make, in having a socket to 
hold the candle, while the latter have a 
spike which runs into the candle. Spoils 
taken from the Roman Catholic churches 
of Holland, probably, were these and other 
gifts. I remember as a boy of seeing 
a picture, in “ Gulliver,” I think of a H ol­ 
lander's foot tram pling on a 
crucifix. 
This was w hat H olland was willing to do 
for the miserable right of sending ships 
once a year to trade. Japan can point with 
scorn too often at the foreigner. The nature 
and the art of N ikko are truly subiinte. 
A religjon which could create these glories, 
could chose so grand a spot for the pur­ 
pose to show its love of God through na­ 
ture, cannot surely be passing away. It 
will change, but 1 hope th at change will 
be slow, for I dread the iconoclasia of sud­ 
den conversions.

LAW. 


A R a ilro a d Official W ho I>ocs N ot L ike 
th e W'ay it O p erates. 
An official of the Union Pacific Railroad 
received, on Saturday last, an order from 
the Vice-President of the road to retnrn to 
headquarters the annual pass that had 
been issued by the company for the use of 
his wife. He sent back the pass and the 
following letter with i t : 
P eak Sib : I return pass issued to M rs. 
, as 
requested, but at the same time would res, i- 
fully suggest that to restore the statu quo ante of 
our relations a raise of salary equivalent to the 
traveling expenses of self and wife be allowed 
by your company. 1 am not in the railroad 
business for my health bv any means, and when 
I accepted my present salary it was on the dis­ 
tinct understanding that it included free trans­ 
portation for self and family. I am aware that 
it is not you, but Congress, that has so rudely 
stept>ed In to destroy part of the stipulations of 
our contract, but that doe»-not concern me. I 
don’t propose to fool away time fighting the 
United States, but I cun put a bit of it screw on 
to you. 1 can leave if the job don’t suit me. and 
it don’t suit at the present terms, or anything 
short of SI,000 a year additional. This is the 
first time within my experience as a railroad 
man that the railroads have obeyed a new law 
without fighting it through every Court in the 
land, aud that they make so radical a change 
in their system at this day is proof to me that 
they are in collusion with the Government to 
rob ns poor employes. You might have put my 
wife down as an employe, but you didn’t. You 
complied with the law with a good faith and 
thoroughness that, from a railroadm an’s stand­ 
point, was positively as indecent as it was un­ 
professional. I suppo;e the next thing you will 
be doing will be to stop discrimination, and 
then I’d like to know what the business would 
come to. When I read your note and saw to 
what a depth of base obedience our once stal­ 
wart road hud fallen, I shed bitter tears. Per­ 
haps you intend to pay tho Government debt. 
If so, wire me at once, for not even u raise of 
salary* would induce me to work ou a road m an­ 
aged by such mean-spirited men. Yours, indig­

MANUAL 
TRAINING 
IN 
PUBLIC 
SCHOOLS. 


Professor Davidson contributes to the 
Forum for April a valuable paper on 
“ Manual Training in Public Schools.” 
This journal has uniformly maintained, in 
the consideration frequently given the sub­ 
ject in these columns, that such training is 
best when disassociated from the present 
public school system ; that the latter is al­ 
ready overloaded with text-book studies, 
while for training schools proper there is 
very little occupation of a most inviting 
field. The disposition of the public is to 
rush to the common schools with a remedy 
whenever a material defect in the training 
of children develops. 
It is this tendency 
to make the schools, over-loaded as they 
are, carry all the needs of youth in fitting 
for active life, that has handicapped the 
free educational system in many sections. 
Thus, in some schools in California, house­ 
wifely arts are taught, including sewing 
and cooking, accomplishments that cer­ 
tainly cannot be well taught except in 
schools adapted to the manual training 
system, or in the hom e; in other schools 
carpentery, printing, telegraphy, etc., have 
been introduced, and so on through quite 
an extended list. 
Professor Davidson takes the position 
that manual training may, under judicious 
management, be introduced 
into 
our 
schools of every grade with advantage. He 
presents, of course, the very best there is 
in that view. The defects that develop in 
our educational system nearly all relate to 
economics; 
man’s material concerns al­ 
ways take the first place. 
W hat is de­ 
manded is the practical in outfitting youth. 
The hand should be trained for two great 
purposes—the production of raw material 
from the earth, and the production from 
such raw materials of thiDgs to satisfy the 
human needs or desires. 
The larger por­ 
tion of our people must earn their liveli­ 
hood by manufacturing, and that necessi­ 
tates manual training. But the theoretical 
as well as the practical demands eultuie. 
The trained hand that is fortified by the. 
intelligent brain is better adapted to se­ 
curing for the possessor that independence 
for which all strive. 
Now, says the Professor, if it is true 
that the children in the schools are al­ 
ready over-crowded w ith work, and if it is 
work that is more important than manual 
training, the latter must not be thought 
of. 
But he contends that it is not more 
important, and our children are not over­ 
worked in schools. They are not called 
upon to endure h alf the plodding school 
toil to which European children are sub­ 
jected. W hen our system of study is 
charged with affecting the physical health, 
examination will oftener prove that de­ 
cline is due to original weakness, bad hab­ 
its or neglect of parental care and discip­ 
line. 
Children in the United States, he 
declares, are the worst disciplined of any 
in civilized countries, and hence are ex­ 
posed to greater dangers than any others. 
Now, manual training will discipline them 
and relieve from possible mental strain. 
It can be introduced without adding an 
hour’s work to the school term. To ac­ 
complish this end, he would cfo away with 
a great deal of arithmetic, a great deal of 
formal grammar, the whole of elocution as 
now taught, the whole “ wicked system of 
school exhibitions,” and the whole of the 
marking and ranking system. 
Much of 
that which ought to be removed can be 
better taught in connection with manual 
training—thus, the very learning of the 
alphabet, he contends, should relate to the 
formation of the letters by the hand, and 
the molding of them by the fingers; geog­ 
raphy by map-drawing and globe-making, 
and so on. Connect mental with manual 
training, and the teacher can do away 
with all that is wearisome and unwhole­ 
some in class recitations. So far as the 
objection that the public cannot afford the 
cost of fitting and maintaining school- 
houses for manual training is concerned, 
lie sweeps it away by the exclamation 
that the people can afford three times the 
cost now involved in the scheme of public 
education. 
I t is not necessary to follow the essayist 
from this point into the details of the re­ 
form s he would introduce, the rearrange­ 


ment of the courses of study, etc.; they 
will naturally suggest themselves to the 
reader. The position of Professor David­ 
son is not in conflict with that the oppo­ 
nents of manual training in public schools 
have occupied. 
He does not, in fact, pro­ 
pose such introduction. 
W hat he does 
contend for is a new or modified system 
fiar the public schools, and a newly and 
very thoroughly trained army of teachers. 
W ith reformation of the system, the intro­ 
duction of manual training becomes not 
only possible, hut not difficult. When we 
have objected to the tacking of the new 
system upon the old, it has been because 
the old or present does not afford any 
margin for such attachment. The manual 
training school for which this journal has 
contended, is very nearly the common 
school as It would be according to Pro­ 
fessor Davidson’s system. 
Practical train­ 
ing, as he well says, is but one branch of 
education; let us add, intellectual training 
is but one branch of education. That sys­ 
tem will be best, and will eventually be 
adopted that commingles the two. 
A few evenings since a thoughtful edu­ 
cator of this city delivered himself in a 
private critical circle of view? in conso­ 
nance with those of Professor Davidson, 
but whose essay had not then appeared. 
In that delivery, this educator, of years 
experience and high standing, argued 
warmly for the abolition of formal gram­ 
mar as a study in all grades up to the pe­ 
riod when the mind is sufficiently matured 
to take it up as a discipline; that is to 
say, that language lessons, 
except as 
naturally related to reading and writing, 
and 
oral 
teaching 
should 
not 
be 
touched earlier 
than 
say the second 
grade, and in some cases not then. 
In 
that essay startling statistics were cited to 
show the ignorance concerning ordinary 
practical things on the part of school chil­ 
dren in a great city. Thus very large 
percentages, in some cases as high as half, 
did not know the origin of “ wooden 
things,” whence woolen goods came, the 
origin of iron, linen and lead, of milk, but­ 
ter and flour; knew nothing practical of 
sunrise or sunset, of how wheels are oiled, 
nails driven, tools sharpened, and so on 
through an astonishingly long list. 
In all this m atterof reforming theschool 
system and introducing manual training, 
it must be borne in mind that it is far 
easier to destroy than to build up ; a m at­ 
ter of ease to point the wav, a matter of 
difficulty to accomplish. 
The avoidance 
of extremes will give us in tfche a middle 
ground, that will conserve both intellectual 
and manual training. The final accom­ 
plishment will be such that does not lose 
sight of the fact that mere skill is not 
enough, but, as Davidson puts it, the new 
education will be for all the faculties of 
the citizen. 
AYIieu the new system develops, as it must, 
it will not destroy the common school system 
nor reject manual training. 
I t will elimi­ 
nate very largely the formal text-books ; 
it will give us teachers competent to con­ 
duct their classes if most of the text-books 
should by some calamity be destroyed ; it 
will co-relate the practical and theoretical, 
and place upon the list of optional courses 
some that are now made essentials. It 
will neither attempt to turn out skilled 
workers, nor will it give to society those 
wholly ignorant of manual ability. 
It 
will not cut short the higher education of 
any ; neither will it neglect those for whom 
manual training is of greatest concern. 
It 
will eliminate from the public school sys­ 
tem all teachers who maintain their places 
by “ influence” and the backing of the 
text-book, and give us for such, those who 
can establish their competency by their 
work. 


THE AMENDMENTS AGAIN. 


The El Dorado Republican continues its 
efforts to incite the people of El Dorado to 
vote against the constitutional amend­ 
ments to be submitted on the 12th inst. 
The objections raised are without merit. 
First, it protests against giving the Gov­ 
ernor the power to fill a vacancy upon the 
Supreme bench for a longer time than the 
succeeding general election. The amend­ 
ment proposes that ho shall appoint for 
the unexpired term. 
The Republican ob­ 
jects, because a Governor would he thus 
given opportunity, in case enough Jus­ 
tices resigned, died or were removed, to 
appoint a bench subservient to his own 
purposes. Thus, it holds, the Governor 
could dictate decisions to suit his own am­ 
bition. 
It was Toodles who speculated by 
auction in a door-plate hearing the name 
of Thompson (with a “p”), and excused 
the venture to his wife under the possi­ 
bility of their having a daughter who 
might grow up and marry a man of that 
name. 
The objection of the mountain 
paper is simply silly. 
A stronger reason 
hv far against the present system can be 
urged. The man most competent for the 
bench is not disposed to fill a vacancy for 
brief period, at most but a few months. To 
ask a lawyer of requisite ability to aban­ 
don a practice he has spent years to build 
up for a brief term at a salary less than 
the income he already enjoys, is to ask 
that very few able men will accede. Cer­ 
tainly the honor of the position in this 
busy age will not compensate the best 
talent for such sacrifice. 
But the Republican objects also to the 
proposed new salary schedule, and points 
out that there is sufficient scramble for the 
places already. The responoe to this is 
that if we would remove from the bench 
all cause for reproach, timidity, uncer­ 
tainty and want of vigor and celerity, wt 
must place upon it lawyers of the most 
marked ability and of the most pronounced 
energy. These are not to be drawn from 
the walks of private practice to devote the 
best years of life to the disentanglement of 
men’s affairs for any reward greatly less 
than their abilities will command from 
the world at large. The salary of $7,500 
for a Justice of our Supreme Court is not 
only not large, but, in fact, disproportioned 
to the service demanded, m that it is too 
small. Many of our Supreme Justices 
have been overworked. The strain and 
the treadmill existence break down their 
powers and leave them at the end of their 
terms unable to resume practice or engage 
in the active affairs of business life. A 
few fine lawyers are still in practice who 
have served out terms, but they were all 
short terms, nor were their duties any­ 
where nearly so exacting as those now put 
upon the members of the bench. 
There is 
a vast difference to a man of mature life 
between three years and twelve years of 


devotion to the duties of the bench. 
L iti­ 
gation is vastly more voluminous and 
pressing now, and of a character more ex­ 
acting. The demand for rapidity of work 
is universal; the search through the re­ 
ports of the many States and countries, and 
the examination of the marvelously ex­ 
panded literature of the law is now incom­ 
parably more extended and exhausting 
than were such labors a few years ago, 
while no Court in the country is called 
upon to handle so much business. 
Let us see what comparative figures 
prove. The Supreme Court of California 
since its reorganization in 1879 with 60-1 
cases then on the calendar, has had before 
it 4,858 new cases, an average of 694 per 
year. 
It has disposed of 4,555, or an ave­ 
rage of 650 cases in a year. 
W ith the in­ 
crease of population and business the num­ 
ber of eases will annually increase also. 
The Supreme Court of the United States, 
with nine Judges in the past five years, 
has decided but 1,520 cases, or 804 a year, 
less than half the average decided by the 
California Court. The Court of Appeals 
of New York has 146 cases less annually 
tliau our C ourt; the Supreme Court of 
Pennsylvania 285 eases less ami Massachu­ 
setts 303 cases less per year. 
In Califor­ 
nia the jurisdiction for appeal begins at 
$300 involved; in the Supreme Court of 
the United States it is $5,000 and in New 
York $500. But in that State there are in­ 
termediate appellate tribunals which relieve 
the Court of Appeals, that is purely an 
appellate Court and has no original juris­ 
diction as lias our final Court. 
AVe have 
in California 69 Superior Courts deciding 
cases nearly all of which may be taken to 
the appellate Court, first to a Department, 
then before the Court in bank, and finally 
upon a petition for rehearing. 
Since 1879 
1,060 petitions for rehearing have been 
before our Supreme bench. 
The truth is there is no position in the 
State Government that is so exacting, that 
requires such herculean intellectual labor, 
that so soon wears out the vital machinery, 
that so thoroughly incapacitates a man 
for other vocations as that of Justice of 
our Supreme Court. 
The wise policy for 
a State always is to pay well and have the 
best. 
There is no economy in under- 
salarying any member of the judiciary. 
The wise policy, the discreet policy, the 
policy that pays best, is that which re­ 
wards liberally for thorough capacity. 
In 
this State, among the youngest, the aim 
should be to secure rulings that will re­ 
main rules for other cases. The interpreta­ 
tion of the law makes law, and the su­ 
premacy of the laws depend upon their 
harmony and the uniformity and stability 
of interpretation. 
AVe should call to this 
task the highest ability. 
To save the 
trifling sum proposed to be added to the 
salaries is poor economy, in the face of ihe 
fact that we are multiplying the labors of 
the Court without adding to the desirabil­ 
ity of a position upon that bench. 
AA’e do 
not believe the people will be guilty of 
such poverty of foresight. 


T h e class of people who have kept their 
blood at fever heat by complaints of the 
railway corporations, and charges that the 
freight and passenger rates were extor­ 
tionately high, are now experiencing a new 
sensation. 
In the extraordinary jump 
freight tariffs have 
made, these peo­ 
ple will have opportunity to measure the 
benefits the country heretofore enjoyed 
under the old rates, that were from one 
hundred to four and five hundred percent, 
lower than many of the new rates will lie. 
The statement was made early in the de­ 
bate over the interstate commerce bill, that 
the transcontinental railways would have 
left to them but one of twoeourscsof pursuit 
—either to reduce local rates to the level 
of through tariffs, or increase the latter, in 
order to save the former. This has now 
developed to have been prophetic. 
The 
roads could not abandon local rates, for 
through rates were not the true measure of 
the value of the haul and the cost of trans­ 
portation, hut the result of competition 
born of the meeting of ship and rail. 
It 
was in such meeting a question simply 
whether goods should he transported at 
all, or go at a rate in many cases below the 
cost of carriage, in order that commerce 
should not be checked, and that other 
transportation might be made to pay a 
reasonable profit. So it comes about that 
the carriers abandon the through rates to 
save the local carriage, upon which the 
question of the operation of the roads at 
all depends. 
The anti-railroad howlers 
must turn their artillery in a new direc­ 
tion now. It will put their wits to severest 
test to explain to the world the wisdom 
that may lurk in the most insane attempt 
to overturn and nullify the laws of trade 
by legislation, of which commercial his­ 
tory furnishes anv record. 


WEATHER COMPARISON FOR MARCH. 


The mean average temperature for March during the past thirty-three years was 55.1, 
while the mean temperature for this month is 57.8, which is 2.7 above the normal tem­ 
perature of many years. The coldest March was 1880, when the mean was 48.8 ; and 
the warmest was 1858, when its average temperature was 59.8. 
The average precipitation for thirty-seven years is 2.91 incites; the total for this 
month was but .94 of an inch, being 1.97 inches below the average rainfall of many 
years. 
This month has been a pleasant and agreeable month—none of that bluster and 
changeableness that is generally looked for in the month that includes St. Patrick’s Day. 
There were 2,318 miles less wind than there was during March, 1884, and 331 miles 
more wind than passed over this section in March, 1878. March, 1884, gave 6,787 miles, 
and March, 1878, 4,138, while this month gave 4,469 miles.

Its passage in its emasculated 
condition will have the effect of crystal­ 
lizing the opposition to it in a way nothing 
else could do. 
Before that opposition it 
must eventually go to the wall.

Citizens o f Sacram ento ! A m ass m eeting w ill 
be held as T urner H all on Friday evening, April 
1st, at 8 o’clock, to consider th e inactivity of the 
state B oaid of Education In regard to th e pub­ 
lication of th e State series of school text books. 
Tiiis is a question of the greatest Im portance to 
every citizen of th e State of California, an d all 
are invited to attend. Prom inent speakers will 
address the m eeting. 
AYhen the time arrived some 200 persons 
had assembled, 60 of whom were ladies. 
D. E. Alexander was elected Chairman. A 
long list of 
Vice-Presidents was read, 
nearly all of whom were absent. Those 
present who took their seats upon the plat­ 
form were Dr. A. E. Bruñe, F. J. Clark 
and Charles Schmitt. 
The first speaker was It. M. darken. He 
spoke for fully three-quarters of an hour, 
aad was frequently applauded. He gave a 
history of the amendment of the Constit- 
tution providing for the publication of the 
State series of text-books, and censured 
the State Board of Education for not run­ 
ning the printing office and bindry up to 
its fullest capacity and giving the employes 
of that institution constant and permanent 
employment. He said they should imme­ 
diately order 20.000 First Readers, 20,000 
Second Readers. 15,000 Spellers aud 35,000 
Arithmetics. He scored the entire Board, 
except Governor Bartlett, intimating that 
they were more in the service of private 
book concerns than they were in the inter­ 
est of the people. 
J. D. Jost moved that a committee of five 
be appointed on resolutions, which carried.

The committee returned in a few min­ 
utes with the following, which were read

adopted : 
W hereas, The enorm ous expense pu t upon 
th e public by th e publishing-house rings tor 
school text-books eventuated in inducing the 
people to adopt a change in th eir organic Taws, 
w hereby, in order to shake off’ th e unbearable 
burden of th e book-rings and th eir lobby in­ 
fluences, th e State undertook to supply to h er 
ch ild ren th e books necessary for th eir educa­ 
tion a t co t price ; and w hereas, this beneficent 
change w ilt, if honestly adm inistered', bring 
great relief to thousands whose burdens in the 
purchase of school text-books are past hum an 
endurance ; and w hereas, the books published 
by th e State are equal, if not superior, in m at­ 
te r a n d m ake-up to th e bestever published, and 
are sold at about one-half the price paid to pub­ 
lishing- h o u ses; 
and w hereas, the industry 
created by th is publication by the State, has 
given em ploym ent to m any deserving p e o p le ; 
and w hereas, the relief so long sought in the 
m atter o f expense for school text books is now 
w ith iu our grasp if those having the pow er 
to order th e publication of sufficient bonks 
to supply the necessities of those requiring 
schooi text-books do th eir d u ty ; and whereas, 
th e num ber of books published is insufficient 
to supply th e d em an d s; and w hereas, it is the 
duty o f th e State Board of Education—clothed 
w ith th e pow er and invested w ith th e duty of 
carrying out th e purpose of thcpeople in adopt­ 
ing th e am endm ent to th e Constitution provid­ 
ing for the publication of tex t books—to order 
published an am ple supply of books to furnish 
to every ch ild in the State such books us m ay 
be necessary for his or h er education at the 
low est possible cost price, and to do all th at can 
bo done to stam p out th e last vestige o f book 
rings from th e schools of th is S ta te ; and 
w hereas, instead of doing th i- great duty, th e 
great presses nt th e State P rinting Office are 
standing idle, the hooks are not being printed,

Professor Hyde, the next speaker, was 
very severe upon the State Board. He said 
Professor Allen must be watched. Professor 
More was upon the fence, and the State 
Superintendent not above suspicion. He 
did not think there was a County Board in 
the State that could not be corrupted by 
the agents of book concerns, and honest 
teachers were hard to find, for desiring to 
retain their positions their course was di­ 
rected entirely by policy. If they opposed 
these book monopolists they did so at the 
peril of losing their places. 
F. J. Clark, the next speaker, was par­ 
ticularly severe 
upon Professor Allen, 
whom he said was not an educated man. 
“ In common conversation he butchers the 
English language most horribly, and still 
he is the man who is getting up your 
grammar. 
He is illiterate, anil not the 
man to whom should be intrusted so im­ 
portant a work.” 
He hoped the Board 
would come forward and do their duty, 
and make the people ashamed of suspect­ 
ing them. They should use the money as 
directed. If they don’t use it before July 
it is lost to the State, and they who talk 
anything else talk nonsense. 
j. D. Jost said, as a member of the citi­ 
zens’ committee, he desired to be heard. 
The Chair invited him to take the stand 
and he did so. He said he desired to ex­ 
press his feelings toward some of the so- 
called promineut citizens, and show their 
deplorable cowardice. “ We called upon 
them to speak tiear to-night and they 
promised to do so if we would furnish 
them the facts and figures. We furnished 
them with the data and they have dro] 
to the rear. I presume they have 
seen. We called upon Republicans to talk 
to this meeting, but at the last moment 
they tell us they must go to the opera with 
their families, so we had to call upon a 
Democrat to upbraid the State Board. It 
is a piece of cowardice. They are afraid 
to show up the State Board. Grove L. 
JohnsoD promised to be here; he is at the 
opera. General H art consented, but he, 
too, is at the opera.

POLICE COMMISSIONERS. 


T h e N ew P o lic e F o rce N o t Y et E le c te d — 
L ist or A p p lica n ts. 
The Board of Police Commissioners met 
yesterday morning, and was in session 
1 about two hours, but without transacting 
any business, the entire time being devoted 
to discussion as to whether the police force 
should be enlarged to the extreme limit 
authorized by law—fifteen members, in 
eluding the Chief and a Captain. It was 
the unanimous opinion that the full num­ 
ber of officers should be elected, but then 
the subject of their payment became a 
factor in the matter. Some weeks ago the 
Police Commissioners sent a communica­ 
tion to the Board of City Trustees, urging 
the necessity for an Increase of the police 
force, and requesting that the tax about to 
be levied should include a sufficient 
amount to pay the additional salaries, but 
the Trustees declined to malte an increase 
in the levy for support of the Police De­ 
partment. At the meeting yesterday morn­ 
ing all the Trustees were present for a time, 
and discussed 
THE QUESTION OF FINANCE. 
Admitting that it was desirable the city 
should have more policemen, an additional 
tax could not now be levied, and they held 
that it would 
not do to go on and 
create a deficiency, as there was grave 
doubt whether the Trustees would have 
the authority in law to levy a tax next 
spring to pay the debt. 
Judge Buckley, 
although he had not investigated the legal 
aspect of the proposition advanced by the 
Trustees, was inclined to believe that the 
Police Commissioners should elect the full 
force provided for by law. and the matter 
of payment be attended to hereafter. It 
was the duty of the Trustees to provide the 
money for salaries, and the additional ap­ 
propriation asked for by the Police Com­ 
missioners should have been made when 
the city tax was levied. Of course he had 
no idea that such a thing would happen, 
but if the Trustees could levy as they saw 
lit for departments, they might some time 
only appropriate money enough for a force 
of "one officer. Chief Diilman thought 
there should he more officers on the force, 
but he was willing, as he was in the mi­ 
nority, and did not expect to g«t as much 
as he wanted anyhow, to iet the other two 
members arrange matters to suit them­ 
selves. Mayor Gregory saw the necessity 
for more men. but did not feel like digging 
a financial pit in which they might flounder 
about hereafter. Finally, at noon, they ad­ 
journed until 2 p. M. 
REASSEMBLING AT 2:30 P. M., 
In open session, Mayor Gregory presiding, 
that gentleman stated that it had been de­ 
cided, as the tax levy had already been 
made, that it would be best to elect only 
eleven men, which was all there would be 
money to pay. Judge Buckley expressed 
his regret that this was the case, as the ad­ 
ditional men were needed, and the failure 
to elect them placed him in an awkwaid 
predicament, as he had promised several 
persons to vote for them for places on the 
force, and it was hard to discriminate. He 
called attention to the fact that the Chief of 
Police’s salary was drawn from the police 
fund, when it should be, he though!, paid 
out of the general salary fund. The Secre­ 
tary was instructed to read

T H E OUTLOOK. 
It is as yet eariy to commence making 
estimates upon tlie grain and fruit products 
for the season, but from the present out­ 
look it may be said that the prospect for a 
prosperous year, and one of extreme plenty, 
was never better. The acreage of erain is 
large, and its growth and color indicate as 
favorably for a large crop as the most ava­ 
ricious grower could possibly wish. The 
fruit crop, judging from the prolific blos­ 
soming and setting, will be the largest by 
far—on account of increased acreage—that 
has ever been seen in the State. This much 
said, it must be always remembered that 
no crop is certain until it is matured, and 
it is in nature as with men—“ the best-laid 
schemes * * gang aft aglee.” 
If a prolific fruit yield should be had 
this season, it would do more to settle the 
question of “ marketing our fruits ” than 
anything else thus far. It would probably 
far exceed in volume both the market at 
present opened np for our fruits at the 
East, and also the facilities for handling 
them. A bringing up “ on beam end ” 
of this 
class, in the fruit business, 
would unite growers in a common course 
and positive determination, for the conser­ 
vation of their interests, and conclusively 
bar all opportunities for foreign agents or 
other untoward influences, to bind and 
loose onr growers as they saw proper for 
their own ends and profit. It is possible 
that the fruit marketing of the present sea­ 
son may not be successfully conducted, but 
the experiences of each year will add to 
the store of information upon the subject, 
and eventually there will be found a mar­ 
ket for all our good fruit, and at remun- 
nerative prices. 
Eventually the business 
of fruit shipping and marketing will be­ 
come áb settled and matured that trains 
will be run by the transportation com­ 
panies, without contract as to full trains 
or the number of cars to be furnished, but 
it will be known that trains will go on 
regular days and schedule time, and any 
grower or shipper, who desires to send 
a carload to any destination he may name, 
will be able to do so, the same as any other 
merchandise. 
W hen this 
time arrives 
there will be no over-production, no lack 
of market for whatever amount of first- 
class fruit is grown, and no opportunity 
for foreign dealers to fix and maintain so 
high a price upon our fruits at the East as 
to confine their sale and consumption to a 
wealthy few, and leave three-fourths of the 
gear's production to rot beneath t he trees. 
Numerous buyers and easy facilities for 
shipping, and at as low rate as can be pro­ 
cured, are the prime essentials for success 
in fruit-growing and marketing, and for j 
the prosperity of the State. 


VALUE OF WATER FOR MILCH COWS. 
Observing dairymen have noticed that 
the quantity of milk a cow yields depends 
very much’ on the quantity of water she 
drinks. Almost invariably a good milker 
is a free drinker. M. Doncel reported to 
the French Academy of Science that he 
found by a series of experiments that the 
quantity of water habitually drank by 
each cow during 24 hours, was a criterion 
to judge of the quantity of milk that she 
would yield per day. And a cow that does 
not drink as much as 27 quarts of water 
daily must be a poor milker, giving only 
from 5J to 7 quarts per day. But ail the 
cows which consumed as much as 50 quarts 
of water daily were excellent milkers, giv­ 
ing from 18 to 23 quarts of milk per day. 
He gives a confident opinion that the quan­ 
tity of water drank by a cow is an import­ 
ant factor of her value as a milker. 
Professor Horsfall found fhat a cow giv­ 
ing only 20 pounds of milk a day drank 40 
pounds more of water than fattening cattle 
of the same weight. Here is a clue to the 
excellent effect noticed by those who have 
warmed the water for their cows. The cows 
very naturally drank nearly the usual 
quantity, and the result, as John Boyd re­ 
ported, was an increase ot 25 percent, 
more milk of equaly good quality.— 
Hoard's Dairymen. 


A FEACH-GROW ERs’ STR IK E. 
The following item from the New York 
Star, just at hand, indicates that California 
fruit-growers are not the only ones who 
have troubles to endure. The Star says : 
A lively meeting of commission mer­ 
chants was held yesterday morning in West 
Washington market. The topic up for dis­ 
cussion was, “ Will peach-growers boycott 
New York the coming season 7” 
Francis McHulkin, who was chief speak­ 
er, said : “ The peach-growers threaten to 
boycott this market because 900 grocers and 
ourselves have determined that we will not 
handle peaches unless they are shipped in 
free baskets. They will have a fine time boy­ 
cotting, when this is the principal market 
for peaches in this country. This is a peach 
year, and the Delaware growers alone ex­ 
pect to handle 8,000,000 baskets, New 
Jersey 0,000,000 baskets, a D d from np the 
river will arrive 
fully 2,000,000 
bas­ 
kets—a 
total 
of 
16,000,000 
baskets, 
10,000.000 baskets of wich will he sold 
in and around this city. The free baskets 
will sell twice us many peaches as ever be­ 
fore, and besides save the commission 
dealers and grocers week3 of time and 
thousands of dollars in book-keepers’ fees. 
When peaches are cheap—as they will be 
this year, selling at from 35 to 50 cents a 
basket—the sale of them is killed by the 
castiron * deposit’ system, which holds 
both grocer and commission man in its 
grip of 15 cents a basket. Poultry is sent 
to market in free barrels and boxes, and 
why not peaches ? The growers are grum­ 
bling about the cost of baskets, and say 
they will cost them from 6 to 10 cents 
each. We will furnish them as many as 
they want for 4 cents apiece. These grow­ 
ers stand in their own light when tfiey 
threaten to boycott this city, and they will 
find when the season is over that by the free 
basket system we will have made for them 


10 per cent, more than they have received 
for their crops in several years.” 
CRICKETS DESTROYING GRAIN 
IN 
COLUSA. 
We heard last week of the existence of 
crickets in certain localities, and that they 
were eating up the young grain. On Sat­ 
urday we went with Supervisor Herd up 
the river five miles, and went to Maxwell, 
but we saw on the route but few crickets, 
and they did not seem to be doing much 
damage where they did exist. 
Jasper 
Compton, however, informs ns that they 
have destroyed pretty nearly all the grain 
on a half section of land he has rented on 
the Williams road. They have not hurt 
his home place. We learn on further in­ 
quiring that they are doing some consider­ 
able damage on some adobe land in other 
localities. Captain Ash says they are in­ 
juring some of his grain on adobe land 
west of Berlin. We hope the damage may 
he slight. We have seen great numbers of 
crickets on adobe land for years—almost 
every year—but this is the first time we 
have heard of their doing any damage. 
Another argument in favor of irrigation— 
if they had water the crickets could be 
drowned out.— Colusa Sun, March 26th. 
SUFFOLK SHEEP. 
The Suffolk is the most recently formed 
breed of English sheep, having originated 
somewhat over a. half a century ago by 
crossing Southdown 
rams on Norfolk­ 
horned, black-faced ewes. 
In East Suf­ 
folk, especially along the sea coast, there 
are large tracts of hard ‘ w alks” and 
heaths, on which many of these sheep 
have been pastured for years, and where 
they have had to travel miles in a day to 
get a bellv full, returning to the folds on 
arable lands at night. The old Norfolk 
sheep had long horns and short, close 
wool, often with gray spots, and tail. It 
was generally hare-bellied, and so active 
that it took at least four years to get the 
produce fit for the table; hut, when ripe, 
the mutton was prized more highly than 
that of any other breed, being preferred by 
many to venison. 
_ 
The ewes were wonderful milkers, giv­ 
ing, we are told,11 as much milk as a Jer­ 
sey cow.” and ‘‘breeding litters”—at any 
rate, “ three lambs often came and four 
were not uncommon.” By judgment, care 
and attention, the valuable qualifies of 
these 
sheep 
have been 
maintained— 
namely, the excellence of their mutton, 
the activity, hardiness and motherly pro­ 
pensities of the females, with close wool, 
black, shiny faces and bright, full eyes; 
but instead of taking four years to fatten, 
the progeny are now slaughtered at nine to 
ten months. Thousands of Suffolk rains 
are annually disposed of at Newmarket 
and Ipswich fairs, and at auction sales in 
smaller towns in the country. Kara lambs 
bring an average of £5. £6 or £7 a head, 
while as much as £21, £31 10s., £42 and 
£52 10s. have been paid for the best speci­ 
mens. 
In the present breed the head is hornless; 
face black and long; ears medium, black 
and of fine texture; eyes bright and full; 
neck moderate; shoulder broad and ob­ 
lique; chest deep and wide; back and loins 
long, level and well covered with meat and 
muscle; tail broad and well set up; ribs 
long and well sprung, with a full Hank; 
legs and feet straight, with fine, flat bones ; 
wool to the knees and hocks, clean below ; 
fore-legs well apart; hind-legs well filled 
with mutton; belly well covered with 
wool; fleece moderately short, with a close, 
fine, lustrous fiber, without tendency to 
mat or felt together, not shading oil into 
dark wool or h a ir; skin fine, soft and of a 
pink color. 
The Suffolk Sheep Society, which has 
been established several years, has just 
commenced to register rams. It has started 
a novel idea by giving challenge cups for 
the best flocks. 
The Garrett challenge 
cup, value £25, was offered the other day 
for the best (lock consisting of 250 or more 
Snffolk-breeding ewes, together with all the 
rams used in the flock. The Suffolk Agri­ 
cultural Society offers annual premiums 
to the shepherds who have been most suc­ 
cessful in caring for their fiocks during the 
year, and from the records of the society, 
it is evident that the fecundity of the fe­ 
males is still remarkable, for a ratio of 150 
lambs to 100 ewes is frequently shown. 
Here are some specimens : 
PREMIUMS TO SHEPHERDS, 1881-lSSÓf 
No. 1......................B30 Iam bs reared from 400 ewes. 
No. 2......................510 lam bs reared from 340 ewes. 
No. 3......................301 lam bs reared from 205 ewes. 
Of late this breed is making rapid strides 
in popular favor in England. During the 
recent depression there, the valae of Suf- 
folks to the butchers, according to the Lon­ 
don Lite Stock Journal, has fallen less than 
any other breed, so famous is the mutton, 
which has a popularity arising chiefly from 
its intrinsic value to the consumer and the 
butcher. I Ye do not know of any impor­ 
tations of the breed into this country ; but 
now that it is “ booming” somewhat across 
the water, some are pretty certain to be 
found ere long on this side of the Atlantic.

THE RUINOUS RABBITS. 
The Adelaide Observer of February 10th 
has a telegram from Sydney stating that 
the contractor for the erection of a rabbit- 
E roof fence between Narromine and Bourke 
ad only twenty-five miles of fencing to 
finish, and was expecting to complete his 
contract in about a fortnight. Signs of rab­ 
bits have been found in several places 
northward of the fence, and it was feared 
that the erection of the barrier had been 
too long delayed, and that additional fenc­ 
ing will have to be erected on an extensive 
scale, in order to check their advance north­ 
ward and eastward. Great numbers of 
rabbits are being destroyed in the south­ 
western pastoral country, not less than 
250,000 haying been killed on one station 
during the last quarter of 1886. Those un­ 
informed persons who were inclined to 
sneer at the alarm caused a few weeks ago 
by the threatened importation of twenty 
Australian rabbits may draw their own in­ 
ferences as to the utility of giving these 
animals a foothold in California.—Pacific 
Rural Press. 
GENERAL NOTES. 
The demand for olive trees this season 
has been largely above the supply, says the 
San Jose Times. 
The Grange Fire Insurance Company of 
Massachusetts is said to be an assured suc­ 
cess. It will start with over $500,000 of 
insurance on the property of Patrons only. 
An attempt to infuse new vigor into the 
degenerating potato by crossing the culti­ 
vated varieties with the wild plant has 
been for two or three seasons in progress 
at Reading, Eng., and has proven very suc­ 
cessful thus far. The hybrid plants pro­ 
duce a good yield of tubers of excellent 
form and quality. 
. 
The prospects for a large crop of fruit is 
excellent, says the Wheatland Graphic, as 
no damage is known to have occurred to 
any of the fruit trees in this vicinity. 
Cherries will soon be ripe, and the chances 
are that Yuba will be the first in the field 
with frnit this season. The peach crop, 
which was a failure jn theseparts last year, 
gives promise of being unusually large. 
Pears will also he abundant, and as apples 
are always plentiful, we will have all the 
frnit needed for our own use, and a gohd 
deal to spare.

THE CODLIN MOTH. 


SPRING AND SUMMER REMEDIES 
AGAINST THE PEST. 


V a rio u s E x p erim en ts T ried a n d th e 
lle e u lts — M eth o d s o f P re p a r a ­ 
tio n o f R e m e d ie s—E tc.

State Inspector of Pests W. G. Klee has 
issued the following concerning the codlin 
moth : 
It is needless to write at length about the 
ravages of the codlin moth, and of the im­ 
portance of finding a thorough remedy 
against the pest. In a paper read before 
the Fruit-Growers’ Convention, held in 
November last, I expressed the belief that 
spraying with arseniates were the most 
promising of anything yet tried for this 
purpose. I also maintained that while the 
remedy doubtless would prove efficacious 
killing thecodlin larva if used often enough, 
it would be a little premature to recom­ 
mend it as the remedy, because of the very 
poisonous nature of tbe compounds, and 
that we needed a thorough trial to settle 
definitely the all-important question if 
either of the arseniates would be of any 
danger to the consumers of fruits so pro­ 
tected. Since expressing this I have been 
in active correspondence with the State En­ 
tomologist ot Illinois, Proi. S. A. Forbes, 
and I feel happy to state that his thorough 
experiments, although made on a compara­ 
tively small scale, have proved to my mind 
that in the climate of the Eastern States, 
the arseniates can be made a decided sue 
cess by proper applicatian, thereby saving 
two-thirds of an apple crop, and that there 
is no danger in using either of them in the 
climate, that is, if used in season. The 
Bulletin, No. 1, of Professor Forbes, was 
kindly sent to me, and I have freely quoted 
from it in the following. Professor Forbes 
has reached the following conclusions; 
That the results of once or twice spraying 
with Paris green in early spring before the 
young apples had drooped upon their 
stems, resulted in a savlDg of about seven­ 
ty-five per cent, of the apples exposed to 
injury by the codlin moth. 
The arsenic remedies have, to my know! 
edge, been used by several persons in this 
State, but while they have been more or 
less successful, yet, except in the case of 
apples sprayed with arsenic solution by 
Messrs. Settle and Ousley, in the Santa 
Clara Valley, as mentioned in my paper, 
no official analysis has been made of fruit 
treated with arsenic. These apples were 
found perfectly free from any trace of arse­ 
nic, although sprayed twice, and in the 
case of Mr. Ousley titty per cent, of the fruit 
saved. It must, however, be borne in 
mind, that while arsenic, or arsenious acid, 
is very soluble, in fact is dissolved by the 
least moisture, Paris green and London 
purple are not, and will remain on the fruit 
even after heavy rainstorms, as has been 
proved by recent analysis in Illinois. 
Hence, these must be regarded as decidedly 
dangerous when used late, when the apple 
has size and is hanging down. It seems 
that it is the actual growth of the apple 
that throws off the poison, as none have 
been found on fruit treated early in the 
Eastern climate. If there be any possible 
danger from the use of these substances it 
will be determined definitely, and we shall 
bear this point especially in mind in our 
experiments this summer. We ask every 
one disposed to experiment to note care­ 
fully the time and manner of application, 
the condition of the fruit sprayed, and also 
the state of the weather. A number of 
samples of fruit thus treated and analyzed, 
will settle the question of the danger to the 
consumer. 
Paris green is a compound of arsenic and 
copper. It is a tar more powerful poison 
than arsenic alone, and is not soluble in 
water, hence will remain much longer on 
the trees. As stated before, in the Eastern 
States it is used in preference to arsenic, as 
it is not so liable to be washed off by rain ; 
and another advantage is that it will not 
hurt the foliage except when used in an 
overdose. Such, at least, is the report from 
the East. I have taken considerable pains 
to ascertain if any damage has resalted 
from its use in this State. I have learned 
recently, on a visit to Contra Costa county, 
of Mr. Treat, that peach trees treated with 
Paris green for the purpose of killing diabro- 
tica beetle, suffered severelv, but used upon 
apples and pears it had no had effect. 
Doubtless it will be found that ’Paris green 
in market will vary in strength ; the pro­ 
portion to be based on the percentage of 
fifteen per cent, arsenic. The price of Paris 
green in San Francisco, by the small quan­ 
tity, is twenty-five cents per pound. 
PROPORTIONS USED. 
One pound Paris green to fifty-four gal­ 
lons of water is the strength used by Prof. 
Forbes for his successful 
experiments. 
Other parties claiming to have been equally 
successful have used only half the strength. 
The Paris green is stirred and mixed with 
the water and kept constantly stirred while 
being sprayed. 


LONDON PURPLE. 
London purple is another arsenical com­ 
pound. It is the residue from thejmanu- 
facture of aniline dyes, and contains lime, 
arsenious acid and carbonaceous matter. It 
is more soluble, more adhesive, less pois­ 
onous. and less expensive than Paris green. 
This compound in San Francisco is worth, 
by small quantities, twenty-five cents per 
pound, and by larger quantities twenty-two 
and one-half cents. It is mixed to a paste 
and then dilated. Professor Cook of Mich­ 
igan recommends one pound to fifty gallons 
of w ater; others, as little as one pound to 
two hundred gallons. We intend to try 
these different strengths ourselves, but 
should not recommend less than one pound 
to one hundred gallons. As the compound 
contains some arsenious acid, it would he 
advisable to use it on cloudy days if possi­ 
ble, as it might damage the foliage. 


WHITE ARSENIC, OR ARSENIOUS ACID. 
One pound to two hundred gallons of 
water, the arsenic being first dissolved by 
being boiled with caustic potash. Experi­ 
ments with this compound in Santa Clara 
accomplished considerable good, and, it is 
plain, without any danger to the consu­ 
m e r; but in nearly every case the foliage 
of the trees has been damaged—in som 
cases badly, in others partially; and in 
only one case, where the application was 
made during the morning of a cloudy day, 
no damage was caused to the tree. Al­ 
though less promising than of the other 
remedies, it deserves trial. 


MANNER OF APPLICATION. 
It is of great importance that when ap­ 
plied the poison be well mixed in the wa­ 
ter, and in the case of Paris green and Lon­ 
don purple it is necessary to select such 
nozzles a3 do not clog. 
The mixture 
should be thrown over the tree so that 
every apple or pear is wetted, as it is by 
actual poisoning of the fruit that the egg or 
worm is killed. Thrown with a fine spray, 
two and one-half gallons of tbe mixture 
will suffice fora large apple tree. 


TIME OF APPLICATION. 
For reasons before mentioned, it is essen­ 
tial that the poisoning he done early. The 
first application should be made when the 
fruit is just out ol bloom. The second, ten 
or twelve days Wterwards. If a third ap­ 
plication be made—but it is to be hoped 
that would prove unnecessary—it should 
be done later than four weeks after the 
first. 
MEASURES TO CATCH THE LARVA. 
The banding svstem, which has been 
practiced in the Eastern States, has been 
tried in this State more than any other. Its 
usefulness is based on the observed habit 
of the larva when leaving the apple to seek 
shelter under the bark. The band about 
the tree provides artificial shelter for the 
worm, and the majority of the larva no 
doubt find their way to th is; hut a suffi­ 
cient number for giving future trouble find 
other hiding places on fences, buildings, 
etc., aDd perhaps more than anywhere else 
under the clods at the foot of the tree; and 
it is here in an old orchard that I have al­ 
most invariably found cocoons. To make 
the bandiag system more effective, the 
ground right around the tree, as well as the 
whole orchard, should be thoroughly pul­ 
verized. The greatest obstacle to the suc­ 
cess of the banding system is the neglect of 
one orchard owner, while his neighbor 
conscientiously and thoroughly performs 
the work. The neglect or half-done work 
of one person among his trees is sufficient 
to counterbalance the attentive and thor­ 
ough work of many others around him. 
The difficulty, in so many cases, of doing 
anything really satisfactory, I think is due 


to this want of co-operation. In my own 
orchard, in the Santa Crnz mountains, 
comparatively isolated, very fair results 
have been obtained. It is evident that in a 
thickly settled community, unless all con­ 
cerned do their duty, the work will be 
largely in vain. 
PICKING OFF INFESTED FRUIT. 
The practice of picking off infested fruit, 
of coarse, comes under the same bead as 
the band system. In that it aims at a re­ 
duction or" extermination of the next 
brood, it should go hand in hand with the 
band system. It is also open to the objec­ 
tion that unless the neighbors do their 
duty little good is accomplished. 
Whenever feasible the custom of keeping 
hogs in the orchard isa good one, as in 
this manner all the wormy fruit is de­ 
voured, this naturally greatly preventing 
the increase of the moth. 


P a r a d ise in B n tte C ounty. 
E ds. R ecop.d-U n io s : Paradise is begin­ 
ning to feel the effects of the general boom, 
which appears to he contagious. This, 
after all, is perhaps nothing more than a 
general reaching out after better things. 
Men who have ceased to progress, who, as 
it were, have become fossils, are gradually 
stepping aside and giving away to men of 
more push and energy. There are still 
hundreds of men in every part of the Stale 
who have made a sufficient amount of im­ 
provement upon their farms to enable 
them to exist from the proceeds, and there 
they rest and crystallize into fossils. As these 
give way to men of progression, the boom 
spreads out and envelops the country in 
general piosperity. 
Many farmers here are planting large 
numbers of cuttings from the raisin grape, 
with a view to future vineyards. A num ­ 
ber of olive trees have been -planted and 
large numbers of cuttings imbedded for 
future planting. 
The new bridge over Butte creek on the 
road from Paradise to Chico is completed, 
and is in every Tespcct a first-class bridge. 
Parties from Paradise, under the lead of 
our energetic road master, have surveyed 
and cut out a trail upon a better grade than 
the old road, the Board of Supervisors 
having promised to make an appropriation 
to construct a road twelve feet in width in 
the new survey. 
The people of Paradise desire to make 
known to the people of Northern California 
generally, and to the committee in particu­ 
lar whose duty it is to select a site for the 
Normal School, that they are not to he out­ 
done in generosity by any other section of 
the country. I speak understanding^ when 
I say that we will donate forty acres of 
land, covered with God’s evergreen trees, 
through which flows a stream perennial of 
pure and sparkling water. The air is salu­ 
brious here, the scenery fine, reaching to 
the snow-capped Sierras on the north and 
east; to the Coast Range on the west; to 
the north there are the ridges and canyons 
covered with evergreen shrubbery as a 
foreground ; then the lower belts, the 
Marysville Buttes and the valley of the Sac­ 
ramento, with its wooded belts bordering 
upon the rivers, which make up a picture 
not easily surpassed. 
The natural advantages of Paradise and 
the higher regions above are such that at 
no distant day, perhaps,r ailroad men may 
see their advantage in connecting Paradise 
by rail with the centers of trade.

G ro w in g P lants in M o ist S po n g es.— A 
correspondent in London Gardening gives 
the following method for growiDg hya­ 
cinths and other bulbs in sponges, which 
our lady readers can easily try : The bulbs 
are bedded in deep incisions made in large 
sponges, which are closed snugly over and 
around the bulbs an 1 then placet! in appro­ 
priately-shaped vases. 
Water moderately 
warmed—say 65' or 70°—is then poured 
into the vase until it reaches about half the 
hight of the sponge. The bulbs begin to 
sprout in two or three days, and in about six 
weeks the plants are as many inches high, 
and continue to thrive until the flowers 
come out, of unusnally large size and 
perfect form. The sponge 
is 
hidden 
after the first week or so 
by sow­ 
ing rape seed upon it, the resultant 
growth completely covering it with raoss- 
like vegetation. From its porotis, warm 
nature, the sponge seems well adapted to 
the purpose, and dilute fertilizing material 
might, it would seem, be added to aid the 
quick development of the plant.

least five years qualified electors thereof, to be 
elected by the qualified voters of said city, at 
any general or special election, whose duty it 
sh all be, w ithin ninety days after such election, 
to prepare and propose a ch arter for such city, 
w hich shall l>c signed in duplicate by th e m em ­ 
bers of such Board, or a m ajority of them , and 
returned, one copy thereof to the Mayor, or
